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When the prefent work was fo forward a^ 
to be publicly announced, a delay in the 
printing of it was occafioned by further com- 
munications from various friends of ih& Edi- 
tor (and, he is proud to add, oftheBifhop's 
neareft relations) which have more than 
doubled his ftore of original matter ; and by 
this means the publick have a volume added, 
which they will have no caufe to regret. 
The correfpondence of Atterbury with the 
Lords Orrery and Stanhope, with Swift 
and Prior, aiul his pamphlet on the Teft 
Aft, are now for the firft time printed ; 
with F'our admirable Vifitation Charges, of 
which that to the diocefe of Rochefter, in 
particulat, is of fuch uncommon excellence^ 
that it would alone have been fufEcient to 
have ellablifhed our Author^s reputation as a 
Writer and a Divine* 

His memorable Speech in the Houfe of 
Lords may alfo be faid to be now firft faith- 

fetved. Whatever were his demerits, they were 
amply atoned for by his indefatigable induftry in 
prefefving our national remains. Nor did he pub- 
lilh a fingle volume, but what, amidft a profufion 
of bafer metal, contained fome precious ore, fom$ 
valuable reliques, which future colledkors could 
no where elfe have found.

with that erroneoufly printed in the " State 
'' Trials" will evidently (hew. l^his Speech 
the BilKop jFeelingly opens, by complaining of 
the uncommon feverity he had experienced in 
the Tower ; which was carried to fo great a 
length, that not even his fon-in-law, Mr. Mb- 
rice, was permitted to fpeak to him in any 
nearer mode than ftanding in an open area, 
whilft the Bifhop looked out of a two pair of 
flairs window. His confinement was extreme- 
ly rigorous. Nor did the feverity of his treat- 
ment ceafe even with his banifliment. The 
iame vindiflive fpirit purfued him in foreign 
climes. No Britifh fubjedt was even permitted 
ko vifit him without the Kings's fign manual, 
which Mr. Morice was always obliged to 
foKcit, not only for himfelf, but for every 
one of his family whom he carried abroad with 
him, for which the fees of office were very 
high. 

When Atterbury firft entered upoti his 
'batiifhment, Bruffels was the place defined 
for his refideqce ; but, by the arts and infti- 
gations of the Britifh minifters, he was com- 
pelled to leave that place, and retire to Paris..

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^here being foUpited by the friends of the 
Pretender to enter into their negociations, 
which he carefully avoided } that he might 
be the more out of their xeach^ he changed 
his abode for Montpelier in 1728^ arid re- 
iided there about two years* 

How far the Bifliop might have been at- 
tached in his inclinations to the Stuart family, 
to which he might be led by early prejudices 
of education, and the divided opinions of the 
times, is not neccflary here to inquire. But 
that he ftiould be weak enough to engage in 
a plot fo inconfiftenf with his ftation, and fd 
clumfily devifed (to fay the leaft of it, and 
without entering into his folemn afleverations 
of innocence) is utterly inconfiftent with that 
cunning which his enemies allowed him^ The 
Duke of Vyharton, it is well known, was 
violent againft him, till convinced by his un-» 
anfwerable reafoning^ 

It has been faid that his wiflies reached 
to the Biflioprick of London, or even to York 
or Canterbury *. But thofe who were better 
acquainted with his views knew that Win- 
chefter would have been much more defirable

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to him than either of the others. And therft 
are thofe now living, who have been toltfv 
from refpeftable authority, that thatBilhop- 
rick was offered to Him whenever it (hould 
become vacant (and till that event (hould hap- 
pen, a pjeniion of jT. 5000. a year, befides an 
ample provifion for Mr. Morice) if he would 
ceafe to give the oppofition he did to Sir 
Robert Walpole's adminiftration, by * his 
Speeches aad Protefts in the Houfe of Lordsl 
When that offer was rejefted by rhe Biihop, 
then the contrivance for his ruin was deter- 
mined on. 

In his Speech in the Houfe of Lords (fee 
vol. !!• p. 157O the Bifhop mentions his 
being "engaged in a correfpondence with two 
learned men [Bp Potter and Dr. Wall] on 
fettling the times of writing the Four Gof- 
pels.'* Part of this correfpondence the Editor 
has (een ; and is in hopes of obtaining per- 
million to publi(h it. The (anie fubjeft the 
Bilhop purfued during his exile, having con- 
fulted the Learned of all nations, and had 
nearly brought the whole to a conclufioii 
when he died. Thefe laudable labours are jm 
ample confutatiou of Bp. Newton's afiertion, 
that Atterburj ** wrote Iktle, whllit in exile,

•* but a few criticifms on French authors ^J^ 
When his body was brought over to be 
buried in Weftminftcr- abbey, it wais accom* 
panied with his MSS. which underwent a 
ftrift examination. By the memoranduni 
which immediately follows this adveitile- 
ment, it appears that the Bifliop^s paper* were 
aflualiy feized ; but as no literary work of hlfi 
is now to be found in the State Paper-i^be;, 
this valuable treafure (it is &:ared) is irre^ 
coverably loft. 

Thus far the Editor has given an sm- 
varnifhed narrative of the means by which 
this publication has been prepared. It 
would have been more methodical^ but that 
his materials have accumulated as they 
were palling through his hands.

IA(k youf pardon, fhaf fhrough want of 
leifure and abfence from tdwti I could 
not comply with your defire till now. Gio- 
vanni della Cafa archbifhop of Benevento was 
the Pope's Nuntio at Venice In 1 548^ as yoii 
will find in Sleidan^s Commentaries^ lib. xxi, 
who there mentions that piece. He Was re- 
puted, and is now, an excellent poet, and 
one of the moft polite writers of his age, and 
is quoted by all critic^ in that kind as fuch ; 
nor do I find that piece objefted to him by 
-any of the Itilians, how ill foever the Tra- 
montanes might relifh it. I rennLember to 
have fomewhere read, that, being to prefent 
d petition to the Pope, by miftake he gave 
him a copy of bawdy verfes^ which was laid 
to be the reafoti that he did not rife to 
greater preferment. I dor not find that work 
ever anfwered ; but you may be fully fatis- 
fied^ by eonfulting the Indices Prohibitory^ or

I Thank you heartily for your accounts re- 
lating to Bury's * cafe, and will fatisfy 
myfelf. I need not do it iu many words. 
The fads J have fent to my Lord +' ; and 
fhould have been glad you had not tied me 
up in the circumftances, wherein upon that 
account I am religious. Pr'ythee give me a 
little more liberty ; it ijs on your account, as 
well as mine, I defire it; and I fhould be 
very forry to lofe the occafion. Two things 
I would know further : One is, Who drew 
up the propofitions to be cenfured, fince the 
two Profeflbrs did not ?

If there be, 
why is it not followed, fince theApolpgy * is 
fufficiently provoking ? Let me hear by 
the next poft after you receive thisf, I give 
you no further account of my matter till I 
have made an end ; but only thug much : 
After J. Jamcs*s letter + to me, which 
I thought flight enough, I told him I knew 
he did not waht underftanding, and would 
not believe he wanted friendfliip, letting him 
know withal it was not a thing I valued but 
on the account I acquainted him with at 
Oxford : he has, on that fcore, prefled it;

— ' — My pupil, I never 

had a thought of parting with, till I left Ox- 
ford. — ^I wi(h I could part with him to-mor- 
row on that fcore ; for I am perfeftly wearied 
with this naufeous circle of fmall affairs, that 
can now neither divert nor inftruft me. I 
was made, I am fure, for another fcene, and 
another fort of converfation ; though it has 
b^eu my hard luck to be pinned down to this. 
I have thought and thought again. Sir, and 
for fome years : now I have never been able 
to think otherwife, than that I am loiing

From Mr. Lewis Atterbury to his fon 
Francis, at his Chambers in Chrift- 
Church, in Oxford. 

Milton, Nov. i, 1690* 

I KNOW not what to think of your 
uneafinefs. It ihews unlike a Chriftian, 
and favors neither of temper nor confidera'- 
tion. I am troubled to remember it is habi- 
tual. You ufed to fay, "When you had 
*' your degrees, you fhould be able to fwim 
** without bladders.** You feemed to rejoice 
at your being moderator, and of your quan-- 
turn and fublcSurcr ; but neither of thefe 
pleafed you ; nor was you willing to take 
thofe Pupils the houfe afibrded you, when 
mafter ; nor doth your leftures pleafe, or 
noblemen fatisfy you. But you make your- 
felf and friends uneafy : cannot truft Prbvi- 
dence. 

Do your duty, and ferve God in your fta- 
tion, until you are called to fomewhat better. 
Man's ways are not in himfelf, nor can all 
your projedting change the colour of ui\c of 

your 
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your hairs, which are numberedt and a fpar- 
row falls not to the ground without a divine 
overfight. What may we think of our fta- 
tions ? You need not doubt but I could 
wifli you all the great things you are capable 
of; but I can neither fecure thena to you nor 
myfelf ; but muft leave all to time and Pro- 
vidence, I am not wanting in pains and 
profpe(9:, and deny myfelf more in' toiling 
^nd fparing than you ever did or will do, and 
all I fee to little purpofe, when it is of no 
better efFe<St with you.. It hath coft me feve- 
yal journeys to fettle things with my brother ; 
and your brother knows no more tban^ he 
heard from me or his wife, for it was done 
in hisabfence, and he knows not (nor they) 
that I defigned for you. Befides, ' I have 
obliged myfelf to he his bailiff ^s long, as I 
live ; and for Riffington, it coft me long and 
wet journeys, befides^expence. Madam Bray* 
is very civil to me, without the Dean's inter^ 
pofing. 1 met her at the Wells. If fhe 
would give yoa the next turn, on my death 
or refignatioa, it would be fomevvhat; but 
youmny eni y it better, and without charge,

title : it may clofe with every preferment elfe-. 
where better, when not charged with this* 
I know, and have been affured, that (he had 
rather have me there than Chetwode *y and 
he hath another argument (befides his own 
expence) to inclhie him to peace, in that I 
may make him pay my charges, and refund 
our main profits. If you can do any thing 
to make him fenfible of it, it may do well. 
For matching, there is no way for preferpient 
like marrying into fome family of intereft, 
either bifhop or archbifhop's, or fome cour- 
tier, which may be done, with accomplifli- 
ments, and a portion too ; but I may write 
what I will, you confider little, and difquiet 
yourfelf much. That God would diredt and 
feafbn you with his fear, is the eanjeft prayer 
of your loving father,^

Bifliopx4.TTERBURY^to Dean SwiFf* 

Bromley*, At)ril 6, 1716. 
GOOD MR. DEAN, 

MY gout kept me fb long a prifoner at 
Weftminfter this winter, that I have 
fixed at Bromley this fpring much fooner 
than ever I yet did; for which reafon my 
meeting with Dn Younger f will be more dif- 
ficult than it would be had I been ftill at 
the Dcanry J. 

The beft (or rather the worft) is, that I 
believe he can fay nothing t6 you, upon the 
matter about which you write, which will 
pleafe you. His deanry is of the old foun- 
dation ; and in all fuch foundations the deans 
have no extraordinary power or privilege, 
and are nothing more than refidentiaries, 
with a peculiar corps belonging to them as 
deans; the firft of the chapter, but fuch,

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whofe prefence is not neceffary towards the 
difpatch of any one capitular aft, the fenior 
refidentiary fupplying their abfence, in every 
cafe, with full authority. Thus, I fay, the 
cafe generally is in the old deanries, unlefs 
where the local flatutes may have exprefsly 
referved fome peculiar power or privilege to 
the deans of thofe churches. But none of 
tliem, I dare fay, have a negative, either by 
common law, cuftom, or local ftatute. Thus 
much to (hew you, that a nice fearch into 
the peculiar rights of the dean of Siarum will 
be needlefs, if not mifchievous to you. 

The three deanries * which I have had arc 
all of the new foundation, by Hen. VIIL or 
queen Elizabeth. In the charters of all there 
is a claufe, impowering the dean to make, 
punifli, and unmake, all the officers. In the 
flatutes of one of them (Carlifle) the dean'* 
confent, in all the graviores caifpe^ is made 
exprefsly neceflary ; and in the other two, 
nothing from the foundation of thofe churche$ 
ever pafl'ed the feal without the dczn\ Jtgil/er 
tur firft written on the leafe, patent, prcfen- 
tation, &c^ which is a manifeft and uncon- 
tefted proof of his negative. As to the power 
ofpropofirig, that I apprehend not to be ex-

clulive 
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clufive to the other members of chapters. - It 
i$ a point chiefly of decency and convenience; 
the dean being the principal perfon, and fup* 
pofed beft to be acquainted with the affairs of* 
the church, and in what order they are fitteft 
to b? tranfadled. , But if any one elfe of the 
body will propofe any thing, and the reft of 
the chapter will debate it, I fee not how the 
dean can hinder thenii tinlefs it be by leav- 
ing the chapter ; and that itfelf will be of no 
moment in churches where his abfence doth 
not break up and diflblve the chapter ; as it 
does, where his coiifent to any thing there 
treated of is exprefsly required before it can 
pafs into an adt. Where, indeed, he is al- 
lowed fuch a negative, he is generally allowed 
tp make all prgpofals ; becaufe it would be to 
no purpofe for any one to make. a propofition^ 
which he can quafh by a diflent : but this 
•is not, I fay, ^ matter of rights but pru- 
dence* 

Upon the whole, the beft advice I can give 
you is, whatever your powers are by ftatute 
or ufage, not to infift on them too ftridly in 
either of the cafes mentioned by you, unlefs 
you are very fure ot the favour and counte- 
nance of your vifitor. The lawyen, you 

wUl 
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win find, whenever fuch points come befoie 
them for a decifion, are very apt to dil're- 
gard.ftatutes and cuftom in fuch cafes ; and 
to fay, that their books make the a£t of the 
majority of the corporation the legal aft of 
the body, without confidering whether the 
dean be among the minority or no. And 
therefore your utmoft dexterity and addrefs 
will be neceffary, in order to prevent fuch a 
trial of your right at common law ; which it 
is ten to one (efpecially as things now ftand) 
will go againft you.

* Dr. Lewis Atterbury, elder brother of the 
Biftiop, was born at Caldecor, in the parifli of 
Newport-Pagnel, in Buckinghamfhire, the fecond 
of May, 1656. He was educated at Weftminfter 
School, under the celebrated Dr. Bufby, between 
whom, and our Divine's father, Dr. Lewis Atter- 
bury, tliere was a friendfhip and intiniacy. In the 
eighteenth year of his age he was fent to Chrift- 
Church in Oxford, and ii^atriculated in that uni- 
verfity the terjth of April, 1674, under the tuition 
of Dr. George Wallst I'he twenty *firft of Sep- 
tember, 1 679, he was ordained Deacon at Chrift- 
Church, by Dr. John Fell, Biihop of Oxford, 
and Dean of that college. He connmenced A4af- 
ter of Arts the fifth of July, 1680; and, the year 
following, was ordained Prieft, at Bugden, by 
Dr. Thomas Barlow, Bilhop of Lincohi. In 
1683, he officiated as Chaplain to Sir Williani 
Pritchard, Knight, then Lord Mayor of London. 
In February, 1684, he was inftituted Reftor of 
Sywell in Northamptonihire ; which living he after- 
wards refigned, upon his accepting of other pr^ 
ferment. The eighth of July, 1687, he accu- 
mulated the degrees of Bachelor and Doftor of 
►Civil Law. In December, 1688, he married Pe-

In 1691, we find him Lcdturer of St. Mary Hillin 
London; and, not long after his marriage, he 
fettled at Highgate, where he fupplied the pulpit 
of the Reverend Mr, Daniel Latham, who was 
very old, and had loft his fight. Upon the death 
of this gentleman. Dr. Atterbury was unanimoufly 
eledted, the fixteenth of June, 1695, by thetrufi 
tees of that chapel, to be their preacher ; being, 
at the fame time, one of the fix Preaching Chap-' 
lains to the Princefs Apne of Denmark, af White- 
hall and St. James's : which place he continued to 
fupply, after that Princefs'$ acceflSon to the. 
throne, and likewife during part of the reign of 
King George L In September, 1707, he was 
prefented, by the Queen, to the reftory of She- 
pertpn in Middlefex, the incumbent thereof being 
deprived for negledting tp take the oaths within* 
the time limited by law. Oo the third of March, 
1 719, he was collated by Dr. John Robinfon, 
B;ihop of London, to the reftory pf Hprnfey in 
Middlefex ; in which parilh the phapel of High- 
gate is fituated. When he firft fettled at High- 
gate, obferving the difficulties of the poor for want 
of a good phyfician o;: apothecary, he fuccefsfully 
applied himfelf to th? ftudy of phyfi.c, and ptac- 
tifed it gratuitoufly a.mong his poor neighbours.^ 
Dr, Atterbury neyei^ rofe to any dignity iri the 
Church, as might have been expelled from the 
power and ir\t;ci;^^efl: of his brothei;. He pubKlhed 
feveral Sermop? and other pieces, of which an ac- 
curate lift may be feen in the Biographia i and, 
^fter his death, two. volumes of his Sermons were. 

?ubliihed, 1743, by the Reverend Mr. Edward 
^'ardley. Archdeacon of Cardigan*

''' This letter, and the twp which follow it, arc 
afcnbed to Bp. Atterbiiry on the authority of the 
higheft court of judicature in the kingdom; and 
are placed a little out of the regular order of their 
dates, as introduftory to his commitment to the 
Tower. It appears, by the Report of the Com- 
mittt^e of the Houfe of Commons, " That when 
the Bllliop was taken into cuftpdy, vaft numbers 
of letters and papers were found in his houfe, 
bearing date before the year 1712 ; but from that 
time downwards few of any confequence, except 
what are here printed. 

One was from the Dutchefs of Ormond, dated 
January 14, 1721, in which a,re thefe words : '' I 
^f refolved to fend what I received ;. for though i^ 

** hacl 
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doing any thing regularly ; but indeed I am 
not, as Hatfield well knows, and why I am

** had not happened to belong to the perfon I ad-

This paflage makes it highly probable, that the . 

Biihop ufed ro receive letters from abroad diredted 

by fid:itious names ; which is ftill further confirmed 

by the following circumftances : 

In the cypher which Layer owned to be received 

from Sir William Ellis, the Biftiop of Rpchefter is 

defigned by the name of Juftus. 

Neynoe declared, that in the letter which Kelly 

Ihewed him from Dillon's Secretary, there were 

compliments to the Bilhop of Rochefter by the 
name of Naunton. 

Among the Bilhop's letters was found one di- 
redted to Mr. Dubois, not figned with any name, 
nor dated from any place. It was in the following 
words : " Sir, Forgive my filence* You eafily conceive 

* " the difficulties lam under in that regard. I write 
** this, only to affure.you of my fincereft and unal- 
** terable refpeft ; and refer you to the worthy 
" bearer for news, and for every thing, whicla 
^' otherwife I fliould have found fome way or other 
** of writing to you myfelf. I have heard nothing 
** from you fince the letter I had about two months 
•** ago by Mr. Johnfon, to which I immediately in 
^* his hand returned my anfwen A rumour has 
'* reached me of your having written hither fince; 
^* but I can fihd nobody that owns he has fecn your 
^Metters* I am always. Sir, your truly obedient, 
^* and moft humble fervant.'* 

The Committee obferved, That Johnfon was the 
name by which Kelly conftantly went, as appeared

to them from feveral affidavits : and that he w^s at 
Paris the 1 6th of December, 1721. N. S. and fet 
out in two or three days after for England, as ap- 
peared from the pocket-book taken upon him : and 
the letter to Dubois feemed to intimate fuch a cor- 
refpondence as made it unfafe to write openly, and 
without difguife. 

Among the Biihop's papers was found another 
latter, dated Rouen, Jan^ 15th, 1722, without any 
name; and the fuperfcription torn off. Which 
letter is mentioned to be fent by an honeft gentle- 
man ; and the writer of it defires to know how he 
may diredt ; and defires to be dired:ed to. by the 
name of Wiihart, at Mr, Arbuthnot's, at Rouen, 
which is probably a fictitious diredion, no name 
being fubfcribed to the letter. He like wife men^ 
tions a former letter, fent under cover to their com- 
mon friend Sir Red. Who Sir Red. is, did not 
appear to the Committee ; but they found one Sir 
Red. Everard inferted in Plunket's cypher^ and 
defigned by the fiftitious name of Fly, 

Among the Biihop's papers were likewife found 
two letters from Captain Charles Halftead of 
Greenwich ; the perfon who was fent to Bilboa, to 
tranfport the late Duke of Ormond to England. 

Some letters were intercepted, which there was 
good reafon to believe were from the Biihop of 
Rochefter ; and one of thefe letters being figned 
T. Jones, and another T.IUington, the Committee 
laid before the Houfe the evidence they found 
of the Bilhop's being defigned by thofe two names, 
qoUedted from circumftances, which, being in 
themfelvcs feemingly miiute, and of little confe- 

quence.

quence, were for that reafon more frankly con- 
fefled by thofe who \yere obftinate in concealing 
ftronger proofs ; and yet at the fame time led di- 
rectly to the difcovery of the perfon meant by 
thofe names. 

On the 11th of May, Motfield (who is the 
fame with Mufgrave^ that is, the Lord Marr) 
fent a letter to Mr. Illington, enclofed under 
cover to Kelly ; in which, after acknowledging 
the receipt of Illington's letter of the 20th of April, 
he adds, ** 1 did not exped: fo foon after to have 
heard of a lofs you have had lince ; for which 
I condole with you, and nothing which concerns 
you fo near can fail touching me, as in fricndfhip 
it ought. It is, though, becoming us, as it is our 
duty, to fubmit with refignation to what the juft 
and great God thinks fit to order for us in this 
vain and tranfitory world ; but you know fuch 
things fo much better than I, that I will not trou- 
ble you with faying any more upon it," 

This laft paragraph feems to point out the 
charadlpr and fujiftion of the perfon to whom the 
letter was writ, 

Motfield adds, ^^ I would fain hope that your 
own diilemper will foon give you eafe ;'* which 
agrees with the circumftance of the Bilhop's being 
ill of the gout at the time of his wife's death. 

The packet was direfted to Mr. Cbivers, and 
confifted of three letters, one to Chivers himfelf, 
figned J. Jon^s ; another to Mufgrave, figned T. 
Illington } a third to Mr. Jackfon, figned 1378 ; 
which number are found by the decypherers to de- 
note the proper nan^e of a perfon beginning with

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think of, to furnifli what, by being hitherto 
not fuppiied, has rendered the thing im- 
pradllcable. They were defirous of having 
that matter entirely in their own manage- 

the letter R, in the cypher made ufe of in thefe 
three letters, the order of which was alphabetical. 
All the three letters were dated the 20th of April, 
and appear by the matter to be from the fame per- 
fon, which prove 1378 to be the fame with Jones 
and lUington. The letters to Mufgrave and Jack- 
fon were enclofed in that to Chivers. 

The perfon who didated thefe letters fpeaks of 
himfelf as being in ill health, in great pain, under 
fome fad and melancholy circumflances, which 
made him uncapable of doing any thing regularly 
at that time, but which he expedtcd would foon 
blow over ; which agrees with the Bilhop*s cir- 
cumflances at that time, whofe wife was extremely 
ill, and died fix days after ; and he himfelf, as has 
been obferved before, was at that time afflidted 
with the gout. 

The Committee obferved further, from this 
letter to Dillon, that the Bifhop had contraded a 
great intimacy and familiarity with a profeffed 
Roman Catholic, who appeared openly in arms 
againft King William in Ireland; and, being 
obliged to leave that country at the capitulation 
of Limerick, had ever fince adhered to the fame 
caufe in foreign parts, and was then more adtive 
and induftrious than any other of the Pretender's 
agents in thefe kingdoms. He was a lieutenant- ' 
general, and had a command of one of the Irifh 
regiments in the French fervice. It appears alfo 
by the Ueport, that, after Kelly's being taken into 
cuftody, the management of the Biihop's rorre- 
fl^ondence Wfis undertaken by Carte the Hiftorian.

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ment, and I not unwilling that they 
fhould have it, being always diffident of 
fuccefs on my part upon interpofitions of 
that kind ; and therefore it gave me no con- 
cern to be fo freely excufed from any fhare 
(as I was for a great while) in that trouble.

What fliare our Prelate was fulpedted to 
have had in this confpiracy, appears from the 
Report, which charges him with carrying on a 
traiterous correfpondence, in order to raife an in* 
fiirreftion in the kingdom, and to procure foreign 
forces to invade it.

MY Lord Marquis of Seaforth and the 
Captain of Clanronald being deiired 
by my Lord Bifliop of Rochefter tp confer

I am apt to imagine that, in the mufical part 
of it, he fpeaks of what he does not himfelf 
thoroughly underftand ; for, if he does, he 
would probably have exprefled himfelf fo 
that his reader would alfo have underftood it, 
which (as to me at leaft) is not the cafe. In one 
thing I differ from him eflentially ; my fixed 
opinion is, that the reputation of all Books 
which are perfeftly well written comes ori^ 
ginally from the few, and not from the

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I find them. M. Fontenelle's talents, as to 
the knowledge of Nature, Mathematicks, 
and the Belles Lettres, are fufficiently under- 
ftood. But I take notice particularly of the 
art and addrefs with which he conducts him- 
felf in nice points, and the prudent and po- 
litical views by which his pen is guided ; a 
quality, that does not often belong to men 
who have fpent fo much of their time in ftu- 
dying the Arts and Sciences. He has been 
milinformed as to one little particular, in 
the (hort draught he has given us of Sir 
Ifaac Newton's figure. The " oeil fort vif, 
'' & fort parcant," which he gives him, 
did not belong to him, at leaft not for twenty 
years paft, about which time I firft came ac- 
quainted with him. Indeed, in the whole 
air of his fice and make, there was nothing 
of that penetrating fagacity which appears 
in his compofares. He had fomething rather 
languid in hi^ look and manner, which did 
not raife any great expectation in thofe who 
did not know him. I fee M. Fontenelle 
fpeaks warily as to the MSS. relating to An- 
tiquity, Hiftory, and Divinity, which Sir 
Ifaac left behind him : I wifh, for the honour 
of our country, that they may be as excellent 

ill 
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Ml their kind as thofe he publifhed. Bur I 
fear the cafe is otherwife ; and that he will be 
found to have been a great Mafter only in 
that one way to which he was by nature in- 
clined. It is enough for us poor limited 
creatures, if we remarkably excel in any one 
branch of knowledge. We may have a 
fmattering of more ; but it is beyond the lot 
of our nature, to attain any perfe6tion in them. 
M. Fontenelle's praife of Sir Ifaac's modefty 
(and of modefty in general) is to me the moft 
pleafing part of that defcription he has given 
us of him. It is that modefty which will 
teach us to fpeak and think of the Ancients 
with reverence, efpecially if we happen not 
to be thoroughly acquainted with them. Sir 
Ifaac certainly was ; and his great veneration 
for them was one diftinguifhing part of his 
charafter, which I wonder (or rather do 
not wonder) that M. Fontenelle has omit- 
ted. His opinion of them was, that they 
were men of great genius and fuperior minds, 
who had carried their difcoveries (particu- 
larly in Aftronomy and other parts of the 
Mathematicks) much farther than now ap- 
pears from what remains of their writings.

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natured pleafure in finding, that, as far ex-

The Bifhop of 
Meaux ftudied critical knowledge late, with 
refpeft to the interpretation of Scripture ; and 
was never therefore fo true a mafter of it 
as he was of the way of interpreting it by 
the ftream of tradition. But, the older he 
grew, the more admired he was; and that 
led him to think himfelf equal to every man 
in every thing ; and particularly to write 
Books in Latin, and Comments on Scripture, 
in both which ways I find him unequal 
to himfelf; and I dare fay, that is the opi- 
nion of candid and judicious perfons in your 
communion.

The twenty Bifhops that have ceufured him 
feem to decline that part of the difpute which 
relates to the validity of our Englifh ordina- 
tions* However, they have not (pared the

Church of England on other accounts, but 
have reprefented . her in a more difadvanta- 
geous light than fhe deferves ; purely, I fup-' 
pofe, for want of knowing her. They cite 
the Bifliop of Meaux, and cite thofe works 
of his which were written expreffly ajgainft 
us ; which furely is a very odd way of repre- 
fenting our fentiments ; juft as if I fhould 
quote Monfieur Claude's words, from any 
pieces of his written againft the Church of 
of France, ^to prove what (he held in any 
doftrine of importance.

Mr^ Williams to the Bifliop of 
Rochester. 

MY LORD, Bologna, Auguft 24, 1728* 

I Should have long ago fulfilled my promife) 
by giving your Lordfhip fomc account of 
our famous Madona dl St. Luca ; but, being 
refolved to pr6vide myfelf with the raoft ap- 
proved relations upon this fubje£t, I rather 
chofe to take up a little more time, than to 
depend upon mere fame, in a matter that 
makes fo coniiderable a figure in the religious 
worfliip of this country. Befides, a Ihort 
illnefs I laboured under, and is now I thank 
God over, as alfo the heats, have occafioned 
ibme fmall delay. For thefe reafons^ I hope, 
your Lordfhip will pardon Hie for not fending 
the account fooner* 

There are two hiftories of this famous woa- 
der-working pidtiire come to hand ; and I 
believe there are none other written expreflly 
upon this fubjeft ;^ at leaft I can find none here 
upon the fpot, where they (hould with moft 
likelihood be found of any note. The one 

was 
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was publiflied, in the year 1614, by Tlioma- 
fio Ferrari, a Bolognefe friar, in oftavo. The 
title of it is, " Divota Hiftoria et obfequio 
del Popola di Bologna verfo la faera Ima- 
gine della Beatiff. Verging del Monte della 
** Guardia, fee."' The other was publiftied 
in the year 16x7 by Diodati Malvafia, a Do^ 
minican nun. The title, ** La venuta et i pro- 
*• greffi miracolofi della S'ma Madonna de- 
•* pinta da S. Luca pofta ful Monte della 
*• Guardia, &c.'* The nun was probably 
one of the very houfe where the pidture is 
lodged, for they are of this Dominican order, 
which is the happy order who ^has the poC- 
feflipn of this relick though this is what .does 
jiot appear from the title of her book^ 

Both thefe hiftories agree that, about the 
year of our Lord 1160, a Greek travelling 
IJermit, a Carmelite friar, coming to Con- 
ftantinople to fay his prayers in the church 
of St. Sophia, among other pictures belong- 
ing to that church, took a particular no- 
tice of this, which reprefents the Blefle^ 
Virgin with our Saviour in her arm«, and 
with holy eyes foon difeovered an infcrip- 
tion written upou it, importing, *' I'hat the 
** pidure was the work, of St. Luke, the 

O 3 *' chancellor 
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f* chancellor of Jefus Chrift;" alfo upon 

the wall Underneath another writing, fignify«^ 

jng, **That the pidure ought to be carried 

" ana placed upon the altar of a church 

^* dedicated to St. Luke, iituated upon the 

** Monte dellaGuardia.r This heavenly a4-^ 

jnonition, you may be fare, my Lord, w?s 

an immediate and a moving objedt for the 

holy man*s zeal to exercife itfelf upon. He 

prefently refolved to find out this Moqte della 

Guardia whereyer fituated upon the face of 

the earth, and tp fettle this pidure there. 

In order to this end, he 'comrtiunicated his 

defign to the priefts of St. Sophia's church, 

who vvere not a little furprifed when they 

faw the forementioned infcriptions, which 

they had never until that time obferved ; and 

therefore ^afily concluded they were written 

hy fome heavenly hand, juft upon the ap-^ 

pearance of this holy paitis-taking Hermit, 

as being a nian brought thither by Providence 

to be the bearer pf this facred relick to the 

place ordained for it ; though the happy 

mountain was at that time abfolutely un- 

known, as vvell to the good Hermit, as it 

was to thofe priefls. However, the Hermit, 

not a bit difcouraged at this, was foon put 

info 
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into po^flion of the pidure j and many a 
weary ft^p he took, and long he wandered 
with it up and down the world, but all in 
vain, until he canic to Rome, the rendezvous 
of people of all nations, and confequently 
H pUce where he naight with fome fmall pro- 
bability hear fome uews of the long- fought^ 
^r mountaia. Nor was the worthy man de- 
ceived in his expeftations : for there being 
an Embaflador, at that time, from the Re- 
public of Bologna, at Rome, who obferving 
our traveller, and that he had Ibmewhat in 
^ fack upon his back," the Embaffador's curi- 
pfity led him to aik the Hermit what it was 
he carried. The Hermit opened his bag, 
and fliewed the Embaffador the pidure, at 
the fame time giving him the hiftory of it. 
The Emhaffador, it 15 iaid, confidered the 
pidure and tl>e pilgrim witJ:i great attention, 
'and at laft, with expreffions of joy and won- 
der^ confoled the poor traveller, aflTuring him 
his great fatigues were now near at an end ; 
for that there was ,a mountain near Bologna, 
called Monte deila Guardia, which at the top 
had a chapel built, dedicated to St. Luke^ 
^and coiifequently was the place he was in 
ijucil of» This was, no doubt, a great fa- 

O 4 tisfadlon 
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tisfa&ion to the poor pilgrim, V(ho had footed 
it many a fair mile feeking a place now near 
at hand. The Embaffador recommended both 
the pifture and pilgrim to the republic of 
Bologna, who received him with great cere- 
mony and magnificenqo. And thus the picture 
and the pilgrim found reft. 

This, my Lord, is a (hort, but faithful, 
gnd as particular an account of this famous 
pidure-s arrival at the place where it now 
ilands, as I anj able to extraQ out of the au- 
thors abovementioned. If, my Lord, you 
€xpe£t any authorities of an earlier date, 
authorities in or near the time when theie 
extraordinary things happened, I beg leave 
to hold myfelf excufed, efpecially fince my 
two authors, upon ^yhom I entirely rely, 
furnifh me with no fuch vouchers^. So 
far as their authority reaches, I am fure, I 
have omitted no material circumftance* In- 
deed there i^ a ftpry ia both thefe books, of 
this pidure-s having been the object of 
divine worfliip, even in or near the Apoflles 
days, at a convent qf Carmelite friars on 
Mount Carmel in Judaea^ who are faid to 
have derived their origin from the prophet 
filijah ; b^t as this feems to me to be carry- 
ing rnatter? with a very high hand, and has nq 
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immediate connexion with the travelling hifp 
tory of the pifhire, though both the one and 
the other appear to me equally well attefted, 
yet, becaufc I would not interrupt the thread 
of the ftory by an impertinent epifode, I 
have as it were omitted this circumftance. 
You fee, my Lord, I aft the part of a fgir 
hiftorian, and take care to give ftrong hints 
wherein I have commited the leaft fault. 

Since the time the picture has been fet* 
tied upon Monte della Guardia, it has per- 
fcrmed many mighty feats in the miraculous 
way, and which the good inhabitants of Bo- 
iogna have been fb well convinced of, thaft 
people of all ranks have contributed to build 
a very jnagnificent arcade from one of the 
town-gates up to the top of the hill where 
the pidure is lodged, which is from the gate 
^bout the diftan.ce of two Englifli miles. 
This was done to avoid the incommodities 
pf rain and other bad weather upon great pro* 
ceflion d^ys, and for the conveniency of de- 
• yout worlhipers; but, if thofe miracles re- 
ported of this pifture are true, this arcade 
^ms to me to have been a. very unneceflary 
cxpence; for, certainly, the leaft that one 
jpight expert is^ that the pi(0:ui-c would pro- 
tea: 
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tefl: itfelf and its fincerc worfl>ipers from the 
inclemencies of the weather \?pott fuch fo- 
lemn and devout occafions^ having, as they 
here pretend, often caufed the rain to fall, or 
the fun to ihine, according to the exigence of 
the times, upontheunjuftasweUa^thejuft. But 
a^ thefe are matters not too nicely to be exa- 
imbed into in many other r^fpefts, fuch diffir 
cujties may more eafily be pa0ed over, where 
there is fo evident an e^ccufe at h?in4 ; viz- that 
it ijvas the good^wiU and devotion of the peoi^ 
pie of Bologna, rather than pither the ne- 
ceffitias or inability of the piftjate to exer- 
cife it's miraculous powers, occafioned the 
buijding of this arcade^ 

1 (hall not trouble yppr Lordfhip with a 
long detail of the njany wonders performed 
by this pi<5ure, for this were to trefpafs too 
much upon your Lord(hip*s tirne, and per- 
haps patience, as well as to exceed the bounds 
. of a poft-letter. J (hall therefore, as a fpeci- 
men of feveral others, inftanee only one, and 
. very remarkable indeed it is. 

The Yenetians, envying the happinefs 
of the polognefe in their enjoyment of this 
divine pidure, as wejl as jealous of the pow- 
erful protedion the people of Bologna re^ 
-4 ceived 
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ceived froni it, contrived a plot to deprive 
them of it, and to fteal it away, and make it 
the guardian of the Venetian commonwealth, 
which, no doubt, when effeded, would add 
to their own power and flrength, as well as 
weaken their neighbour the Republick of 
Bologna. To obtain this ?nd, they made no 
ufe of open force, for that were fruitlefs 
while the pi(5ure continued openly on the 
Bologna fide j but fecretly contr;ifl:ed with 
fome mef<;hants to fteal away the pidture in 
the night-time. The merchants, habited 
like pilgrims, the garb of devotion, came to 
the Monte della .Guardi^, and, pretending to 
)iave made a vow to ft ay all night it\ the 
chapel in prayer to Our Blefled Lady, de- 
fired leave of the mother abbefs to do fo. 
The holy afpeft they hacj affumed made the 
good abbefs jfufpe£t no ^yile, and flie eafily 
jgranted thern their reqijpft. At the dead of 
night, the wicked avaricious merchants took 
the picture from the plac^ where Providence 
had fo iniraculoufly fixed it, and put it into 
a ftrong box, and fo carried it fairly off the 
^pot ; but, left the nuns might mlfs the pic- 
pure too foon, before the mercliants* were ar- 
f iyed at a place pf fecurity, out of the con- 

hnes 
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fines of the Bologna ftate, they placed and- 
ther pifture, fomewhat like the true one, in 
its room ; but the nuns next morning foon 
difcovered the fraud, and, inftead of calling 
out for public afliftance, which, for what I 
know, they were much in the right not to 
do, becaufe this might make too great a noife, 
and confequently fpoil a miraculous opera- 
tion, they had recpurfe to fafting and prayer 
to Our Blefled Lady, as the fitteft of all the 
hofl: of Heaven to do juftice in a cafe wherein 
fhe was herfelf fo immediately concerned. la 
this melancholy fituation, the poor nuns, 
with empty bellies and bended knees, con^ 
tinned for the Ipace of three days. In the 
mean time the merchants carried the pifture^ 
as they thought, triumphantly off, and ar- 
rived fafe within the borders of the Venetian 
ftate, big with the expeftatlon of a rich re- 
ward for ftealing away fo ineftimable a jewel. 
They notified their arrival to the republic of 
Vcpice, who, tp do more honour to thi^ 
fpiritual trpafure, fent out a deputation of 
priefts, ai>d othprs, to me^t fhe pi£lure in 
fplemi> proceflion, who, uppn their nearer 
approaching the place where the pifture was, 
to their great furprize, fmelt an exquifite fine 

fmell ; 
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fmell ; and opening the box where the pic- 
ture was put, to examine more narrowly into 
matters, the picture was flown away, and 
had left nothing behind it in the cafe but the 
fine fmell, which being fo near increafed 
upon them, and the cloth wherein it had 
been wrapped, all the company, frighted and 
amazed, fneaked home, and the facrilegious 
merchants repented of their prefumption and 
folly, and returned to the Monte della Guar- 
dia, to alk pardon of all parties concerned for 
their crime, which was foon granted. The 
nuns were failing and in prayer for thrqc 
days, as before I obferved, when, on the 
fourth day, early, they found the pidtur^ re- 
placed, and the {ham one ftept afide to make 
way for it. The counterfeit pi(9;ure con- 
tinues hanging on the wall of the chapel to 
this day, at fome diftance from the altar^ as 
an unqueftionable monument of this furpriz- 
ing miracle. 

What is remarkable of this pidure is, that 
no power upon earth can detain it above 
three days from the chapel on the Monte 
della Guardia; for there have been othqr 
more innocent proofs of this, befides that gf 
the Venetian merchants above mentioned. 

. They 
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Tbdy fay it haS dften ftolc away and gone up 
tlie hill of its oWn accord, and without 
others affiftaiice, when it has been, by for&e 
accident, kept at Bologna idpoh a proceltion, 
beyond the allotted tirfte. Now 1 fhould 
have, thought, a plfture that could fhtts tra- 
vel alone, might at f he beginning have fpa- 
red the poor pilgrim that brought it hither 
in a fack a great deal of trouble^ by fhewing 
him the way, at leaft, to the Moirte dell^ 
Guardia, and at the fame time rriade a moft 
aftonifhing entry ; but, as I before obferved, 
thefe are matters not fit for our Confidera- 
tion. 

Mr. Edgar and I went once to fee this fine 
relick, which is all covered over with jewels 
and precious ftones of great value* They 
Ihew no more of it than our Saviour^s and Our 
Blefifed Lady*s faces, and they are covered with 
glafs when fhewn, but brdinarily they are 
entirely hid. Mr. Edgar faw only the Bleffed 
Virgin's face, and I faw only our Saviour's, by 
reafon of the different, lights we kneeled in ; 
and to change poftures had been indecent and 
too full of curiofity. Our Saviour is repre- 
fented with a tawny compledlion, and with 
blac][c fhort curled hair, with a 'golden glory 

about 
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about his head, and he is drawn as a child 
of a year and a half or two years old at the 
moft. They have given the Blefled Virgin the 
fame compleiSion with our Saviour. Thti 
pifture is not ill done, nbr ill conferred, fd 
far as I could judge or obferVe of it. ''When 
the weather grows cooler, I defign to fee it 
once more* 

Once every year, three days before Afcen-* 
(ion-day, this pifture is brought down to 
.Bologna, with great folemnity, in proCeffion, 
a vaft multitude of people affifting, Ibme 
with vocal, others with inftrumental mufick 
of divers kinds : and it is wonderful to obfervc 
the devotion of fuch a number of (in appear- 
ance) reafonable creatures, but in this parti- 
cular afting, as I think, beneath the dignity 
of their nature ; for, when the pifture pafles 
by, all fall down upon their knees and 
worfhip ; at leaft they point as fo miny 
fetters at a partridge, and with as much eager- 
nefs and attention. 

There is one general remark to be made 
upon the miracles faid to be performed by 
this pifture, as well as thofe by the famotis 
holy houfe and pifture at Loretto ; which 
is, that a great many, and upon a fair pdll

I believe moft of them, tend to the fecuritjr 
of thefe fine relicks, and of the finer treafures 
that belong to them ; fb that thefe miracles 
hav« a political as well as a lacred influence 
upon mens minds. They excite devotion, 
and flpen^hen our faith, which 1 own re- 
quires great helps, and at the fame time they 
tie up our hands from picking and flealing, 

I cannot forbear, before I conclude this let- 
ter, giving your I^rdfhip an account of on« 
particular miracle reported of the facred 
houfe of Loretto, having Ibmewhat in it very 
extraordinary. 

John Soarius, Bifhop of Cumbria in Portu^ 
gal, conpiing into Italy, being fumtooned by 
the Pope (Pius IV) to the Council of Trent, 
was at Loretto,^ to pay his devotions, like a 
good Catholic ; and having a mind to build 
a chapel in his own diocefe in Portugal in ho- 
nour of Our BlefTedLady, he confidered thei« 
was nothing could contribute more to fan<Sti- 
fy this intended building, than to have a 
ftone in it taken out of the holy houfe at 
I^oretto ; and in order tp a<fl in this mattsi' 
tjy due authority, he applied to the Pope for 
a bull, to carry away one of the holy flones ; 
whiph the Pope granted him, fealed with 

the 
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tlie fifherman*s feal, all in form. The Bl- 
ihojp fets forward for Trent, iand left his chap- 
lain, Francis Stella ArfetiriOj behind hiixi, to 
put the bull in ekecution at Loretto, and to 
britig the Aone to Trenti The chaplalri^ 
haying put himfelf In poffeflion of the ftone, 
took |)6ft for Trent, fiut this expedition had 
like to h^vie cofi: thecbaplain his neck } for th6 
horfes, the iformer part of the jourliey, did 
nothing but ftumble and fall with him, and at 
latt they would not ftir one foot, which I atii 
apt enough to believe^ for the poft^hdrfes led 
but a weary life .at that time on the foad 
between Rome and Tf ent j but the chaplaiii^ 
being a man of refolution, continued ort bid 
journey the beft manneif he could, and at 
laft arrived at Trent^ Wearied and fatig,tied^ 
and delivered the flone, tellitig the Bifbop 
how much pains it had coft him to bring it 
thither. The Bifliop got a filver caie made foi* 
the ftone, but had like to have had a Wooden 
one made for himfelf, he falling very ill of a 
diftemper which the phyficians knew tioC 
what |to make of* Thus he continued for fome 
days from bad to worfe j and he had, as they 
fay, tertaihly dropt off, if a holy Nun in 
prayer had hot found out that the ftone wa$ 

P tho 
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the caufe of all his lUnefs. The ftone ^wasf 
fent back by the fame chaplain that brought 
it; who found the poft-horfes, and per-, 
haps their mafters too, in a better humdur, 
as he returned. 

Here appears plainly, my Lord, a difputc. 
between the houfe of Loretto and his Holi- 
nefs the Pope ; for it was in virtue of his 
plenary power thcfe horfes and thefe men 
were put into motion, and their fufFerings 
proceeded from our Lady of Loretto's in-* 
fluence ; while it is as plain that flie got 
the better of the Pope, and of St. Peter too, 
by whofe authority he afts. This hiftory 
feems a little impolitical in one fenfe, though 
It is not fo in another. 

By this time 1 am grown tirefome td your ' 
Lordfhip : I hope you \yill excufe me, efpe- 
cially fince the trouble I give proceeds from! 
a defife to amufe your Lordfhip in your 
country retirement, and I wifli it lay in my 
power to do it efFedually ; for be affured, 
my Lord, thereis nobody, who has the ho- 
nour to be of your Lordfhip's acquaintance,' 
would take more pains, and at the fame time 
take more pleafure, in doing any thing that^ 
might contribute to your Lordfhip's fatisfac-* 

tion. 
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tbn, than liiyfelf J though I am far^ ffoiri^ 
thiflking any part of this letter will have* 
riiat efFeft, becaufe it is an account of the- 
follies and weaknefles of mankind, which! am- 
fure your generous mind takes no delist in 
obferving, unlefs at the fame time it lay in 
your power to reform them.

I thank you for yours of Auguft 24 ; fince 
which you received mine, I fuppofe, of 
Aug. 13, then upon the road while you was 
writing yours. I have anfwers to letters of 
'the fame date [Aug. 13.] which I wrote to 
your parts ; but have nothing from you. I 
hope the heats at Rome, which I hear have 

Q2 been 
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been moderate this year, have not difagireed • 
with jou. Thofe of Montpelier began in Julj 
to grow intolerable; and had I not fle4 to 
the mountains, as I did precipitately, without 
looking behind me, I had been loft : for the 
gout was got into my ftomach, where it ne- 
ver was before ; and the violent heat of the 
feafon fo increafed and enraged the pain, that 
no remedies I could take in this place did any 
thing towards tempering and allaying it ;* and 
my phylicians themfelves were frighted, and 
at a lofs how to deal with me. I forbore 
therefore ta take their medicines; and, in- 
ftead of them, took a refolution of my own^ 
of returning ten leagues into the Cevennes, 
where I knew nobody ; and the cool refrefh- 
ing air of a village there happened to do me 
more good than all their prefcriptions ; for 
immediately the fymptoms abated ; and, af- 
ter two months continuance there, I returned 
free from my pains and all tlic ill confe- 
quences of them. I give you this particular 
account, becaufe in yours you feem in fome 
concern to defire it ; and for the fame reafon 
I will tell you freely how the diftemper came 
to make me this firft vifit in my ftomach. I 
had lived on milk fix weeks without purging, 
^^ purely 
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purely by the ifeult of my phyfician, who faid 
my CQnftitution was fo good, that I did not 
need it. I relied on his opinion, till I found 
myfelf in a fever. "That fever brought on 
a fit of the gout ; which, finding my ftomach 
weakeiijed by fo long a niilk diet, laid hold of 
it, and was with great difficulty perfuad- 
ed to quit it. This is my hiftory j about 
which you was fo curious and inquifitive. 
Now you have it, you may lay it up among 
the other curiofities you are coUeding of 
equal moment. My ail is over for the prefent ; 
but poor Mrs. Morice's diftemper, a con- 
fumption, prevails upon her. She is forced 
to fly to this place, as her only refuge, and 
hopes to recover, upon wintering here. Pray 
God (he may, after the terrible journey ftie 
has taken, and from which (he is not yet arr 
rived. Ten days (he lay wind-boundat 
Dover ; and there are twenty days now fince 
the failed, without my hearing that fhe is 
y€t landed at Bourdeaux ; after that, fhe has a 
long ftep to make hither, whither if fhe gets 
fafe,- 1 will nurfe her as well as I can. She 
had a mind to have ventured all the way by 
land ; but her phyficians judged it impoffible 
ki her weak ftate, and would not fuffer her.

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I hope all' will be for the beft : the fea itlelf, 
if it has done her no hatm^ will eqrtainly do 
her a great deal of good. I am in great con- 
cern and pain till I fee her ; and therefore 
Ihall end this long epiftle, which is entirely 
about myfelf and my own afiairs, b^catife 
you would have it fo;

I expected to 
have found a litter waiting our arrival at this 
place, according to the directions Monlieur 
Foucques fent to Monfieur Maignial his cor- 
refpondent at Touloufe on that head ; but, 
inftead of it, I juft now received a letter, ac- 
quainting nie that no litter is to be had, and 
that I muft take ray meafures accordingly.

hence to-morrow, in the fame boat which 
brought us from Bourdeaux hither; which 
perhaps may prove the beft way, though a 
tedious one ; for it will take fix or feven days to 
go up the river from this place to Touloufe. 
But Mrs. Morice is more at her eafe in the 
boat, than (he could be in any other voiture. 
She has a little cabin made up for her ii> it, 
and lies upon a mattrefs all the way. She 
has not ftrength to fupport herfelf for any 
time without lying down. I have alfo with 
me a chaife a porteur^ to carry her to and from 
the . boat, to the places where we muft lodge 
at nightSj-and I fhould not have known what 
to have done if I had not taken that precau* 
tion.

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.; N.B. Mrs,Morice found herfelf very iU 
wfe^^ijft at Povex, as wejl as at Plyiju^vrtb. 
;Sfce iwp the voyage bet;ter than cqyld J»c 
exjjpiSt^, was never fea-fick, and feemed ea^ 
iier on the water than afhore ; but conjianir 
J^ kept her bed whilft on board, 

Upon our arrival at Bourdeaux, we found 
a fervant belonging to the Bifhop of Rochcfr 
^^r^ who had been waiting there for us 
i^bove fix weeks. 

.We ftiid&l: Bpurdeaux feven days, as well 
ifo give reft to Mrs- Morice, as to make the 
^leceffary preparations for our intended Jouih 
jity to Mpi?tpeUer. One day fhe [attempted 
to tafoe an airing in a chaife ; but was net 
;abrapd half an hour, before flie was too fen- 
iible; of h?r weaknefs, and fmind herfelf u»- 
^ble- to bear that way of travelling ; and 
^Jthajt the two chaifes., which the Bifhop had 
taken care to fend fiom Montpelier to fetch 
iher, could be of no ufe. Upon this we ea- 
4eayoured to procure a litter, but no fudi 
-voiture was to be met with at or near Bour- 
deaux* We at laft fixed our pafifage ^ 
far as Agen, which is about haif way be- 
tween Bourdeaux and Touloufe, by water, 
»nd hired a large boat (very commodioufly 
7 equipped 
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equipped for the purpofe) to carry us thither, 
where we expe£ted to find a litter from Tou* 
loufeto meet us, according to the direflions 
that had been - difpatched thither on thiat 
head. 

We took boat from Bourdeaux OB:. 25. 
in the morning, and arrived at Agen the 30th 
at night. ' ^ 

. N. B. Mrs. Morice had been extremely iU 
Ibme days at Bourdeaux, (and gafve a good 
deal of reafon for us to fear ill confequea* 
ces : but (he performed the fix days journey 
-to Agen beyond expedtation^ ajid pattered -\is 
with new hopes of her recovery ; though the 
feveral ftages were very tedk)us^ fince we 
-were ♦feldom lefs than i o or 1 2 hours ia the 
boaty the weather generally bad, and the 
accommodations we met with at the inns, 
where we lay at nights, for the^moft part very 
indifferent. However, Mrs. Morice got no 
hurt by the way, great care having been 
taken to prevent her catching cold ; a con- 
venient cabin hung with tapeftry was pre- 
pared in the boat, as well ^s a kitchen, for 
her ufe, and a bed for her > to lie down and 
lepofe herfelf.

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Nov. 6. We left Grenade early in the 
morning, hoping to get to Touloufe that 
day; but night overtaking its by the time 
we reached Blagnac, a little village half a 
league fliort of the town, we thought it beft 
to flop there, and take up with the ill accom- 
modations that place afforded. 

N» B. Mrs. Morice was very Jl J moft part 
of this day*s journey ; arid became extremely 
imeafy towards the end of it ; and growing 
ftill worfe towards midnight, it was thought 
proper to call up the boat-men, &nd make the 
beft of our way (though by night) to Tou- 
loufe, where Ihe hoped to meet her father. 
We embarked about two o'clock in the night- 
time, aiid about five entered the canal. We 
got afhore, .and came, to Touloufc between* 
feven and eight o'clock, on Monday morning 
the 7thof November^ N. S. 

Observations upon the aforegoing Diary. 

I T was a fort of good luek that no litter 
was .to be got at Bourdeanx, nor even at 
Touloufe ; for it foon appeared that Mr& 
Morice's weaknefs was :fo great, that flic 
^ould never have borne any fort of convey- 
ance by land ; and would, in all probability, 

have 
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h^ve died - on the road to Touloufe, without 
feeing her father (whom fhe impatiently 
longed to fee), Had j(he been carried in a lit^ 
ter, or in any other voiture than a boat. 

It is alfo remarkable, that if Mrs. Morice 
had liot been fo preffing to leave Agen the 
very day we went from thence, but had 
yielded to the importunity of the boatmen, 
.who earneftly pleaded for a day of reft ; of if, 
upon Jier being fo very ill (on Sunday-night, 
jNroy.\6,) at Blagnac, a refolution had not 
hcen, taken of travelling on the water by 
.riiglit ; In either Cafe fhe had undoubtedly 
died without reaching Touloufe, or having 
the cornfort of feeing her father, which of all 
things (he paffionately delired. 

It is alfo obfervable, as a piece of good for- 
tune, that the Bifhop^s health (which is fo 
rnuch impaired by the gout, that for feveral 
rnonths in the year he is not able to ftir 
* abroad) fhould, at that juncture, happen to 
be fuch as to allow him to take a journey of 
one hundred and fifty miles, to meet his 
d^aughter, and take his laft farewell of her*

DEAR BROTHER, Touloufc, Nov. ^ 1729. 

AFTER a very tedious and fatiguing 
journey, Mr. Morice and his lady arriv- 
ed here on Monday morning, the 7th, ^bout 
leven o'clock, when fhe met her father ; the 
only thing, I believe, (he had tp defirc of 
God in this world. She went to bed, and 
never flept till fhe flept her laft ; and weU 
may it be called (b ; for never was death re- 
ceived in fo compofed a manner, as I ihall 
diftinftly relate to you from Montpelier. She 
received the facrament (upon her eameftly 
defiring to have it if poflible) ^bout an hour 
and half before (he expired. That remain- 
ing time (he employed in direfting wh;it (he 
would h^ve done in the moft material things 
that relate to family affairs, and that in a 
very moving manner ; and one of the laft was 
to call her hufband to her ; when fhe faid, 
" Dear Mr. Morite, take care of the chil- 
^ dren — I know you will : remember me to 

*' the Dutchefs of Buckingham !*' This 

fatal ftroke, being given on the way to her in- 
tended 
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tended port, muft, you will think, put ua 
into uncommon diforder, Mr. Morice goes 
for England, as foon as in a condition to do 
if. Pray give rfiy family an account of thisi 
and I fliall, frofti Montpelier, do the fame at 
large, as well as to yourfelf. Adieu. Yours - 
moft afFeitionately, J. Evans.

YE S, dear Sir, I have had all you dc- 
iigned for me ; and have read all (as I 
read whatever you write) with efteem and 
pleafure. But ypur laft letter, full of friend- 
fliip and goodnefs, gave me fuch impreffions 
of concern and tendernefs, as neither I can 
cxprefs, nor you, perhaps, with all the force 
of your imagination, fully conceive. 

I am not yet mafter enough of myfelf, after 
the late wound I have received, to open my 
very heart to you ; and am not content with 
lefs than that, whenever I converfe with you.

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My thoughts are at prefent vainly, but pkaf- 
ingly, employed on what I have loft, and 
can never recover. I know well I ought, 
for that reafbn, to call them off to other fub- 
jefts ; but hitherto I have npt been able to 
do it. By giving them the rein a little, and 
fufFering them to fpend their force, I hope in 
feme time to check and fubdue them. Mul' 
tis for tuna vulneribus perctilfus^ huic uni me im" 
parent Jenfi J (S pene fuccubui. This is weak- 
nefs, not wifdom, I own; and on that. ac- 
count fitter to be trufted to the bofom of a 
friend, where I may fafely lodge all my in- 
firmities. As foon as my mind is in fome 
meafure cot'refled and calmed, I wiU endea- 
vour to follow your advice, and turn it to- 
wards fomething of ufe and moment ; if I 
have ftill life enough leflt to do any thing 
that is worth reading and preferving.. In the 
mean time, I fhall be pleafed to hear that 
you proceed in what you intend, without 
any fuch melancholy interruptions as I have 
met with. You putdo others on all occa- 
fions ; my hope, and my opinion is, that on 
moral fubjefts, and in drawing charafters, 
you will outdo yourfelf. Your mind is as 
yet unbroken by age and ill accidents ; yoijr

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knowledge and judgement are at the height ; 
life them in writing fomewhat that may- 
teach the prefent add future times ; and, if 
not gain equally the applaufe of both, may 
yet raife the envy of the one, and fecure the 
admiration of the other. Remember Virgil 
died at 52, and Horace at 58 ; and as bad 
as both their conftitutions were, yours is yet 
more delicate and tender. Employ not your 
precious moments and great talents on little 
men and little things : but chufe a fubjedt 
every way worthy of you ; and handle it, as 
you can, in a manner which nobody elfe can 
equal or imitate; As for me, my abilities, if 
I ever had any, are not what they were j and 
yet I will endeavour to recolle£k and employ 
them.

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Rdigion furniih me ; and on thofe I lay hold, 
and make ufe of, as well as I can ; and hope 
that He who laid the burthen upon me (for 
wife and good purpo(es, no doubt) will enar 
ble me to bear it, in like manner as I have 
borne others, with fome degree of fortitude 
and firmnefs. 

You fee how ready I am to rtlaplc into an 
argument which I had quitted once before in 
this letter. I fliall probably again commit 
the fame fault, if I continue to write ; and 
therefore I ftop fliorthere ; and, with all fin- 
cerity, afFcflion, and efteem, bid you adieu, 
till we meet, either in this world, if Gk>D 
pleafes, or elfe in another. 

A friend I have with me will convey this 
fhfely to your hands ; though perhaps it may 
be fome time before it reaches you : whenever 
it does, it will give you a true account of the 
pofture of mind I was in when I wrote it, 
and which I hope may by that time be a little 
altered.

DEAR BROTHER, . Montpelier, Nov. 30, 172^ 

IN mine of the 9th inltant from Touloule, 
I promifed you a more particular account 
of the death of Mrs. Morice at my arrival 
here, where I got the 13th; but, within an 
hour after, was confined to my bed by a fit 
of the gout, which took me the laft day on 
the road, and held me ten days ; fo that I 
was not out of my bed for two hours in all 
that time : but, having now again the ufe of 
my hand, I do with pleafure write to you 
and keep niy promife. 

On Sunday the 6th inftant, N. S. in the 
evening we reached Blagnac, a village not 
above half a league, by land, from Touloufe; 
but by water (by reafbn of a very ftrong cur- 
rent, and the windings of the river) it takes 
three hours to get up to the town. So it 
was refolved, rather than expofe Mrs. Morice 
too much to the fatigue (of which fhe had 
undergone an infinite deal, and bore it with 
incredible patience), or keep her late on the 

^ water. 
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water, to reft at Blagnac that nightt where 
fhe was put to bed in the fame weak condi- 
tion (he ufually had been, but not feemingly 
worfe. But about midnight the women came 
to Mr. Morice and me, and told us, they 
thought they faw her changed. We rofe, 
and eame to her chamber ; where we found 
her fo very ill, that we thought fit to dall up 
the boatmen, and order them to prepare the 
boat to part imnjediately ; fearing much, 
from the phange we faw, that, near as fhe 
was to it, (he would fcarce live to reach Tou- 
loufe, whiph we all earneftly defired to dd, 
lince no phyfician, or other help, could be 
had, in the poor place where we then were. 
She herfclf preffed tHis matter ; and we well 
knew, that all her defires and wifhes were 
conftantly bent upon feeing \\tr father, whom 
(he hoped to find at Touloufp, She was taken 
out of her bed, at /her own defire, and car-n 
ried to the boat with great difficulty, not 
being able to fit in the chair which Mr, Mo- 
rice had brought from Bourdeaux, with two 
chairmen, purely for the carrying her in and 
out of the boat tnore at her eafe ; and fo we 
parted thence about two o'clock in the mornr 
ing, fending twq ferTants, by land, to pro-? 

cur-et 
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cure a Rtter to meet her at the landing-place* 
Abgut fivp we arrived thex? ; and foon aifter 
fix the litter came, which carried Mrs. Morice 
to the houfe in Touloufe^ where her father 
was :expe£ting her arrival, and not knowing, 
till theft, h^w »ear or how far off fhc was^ 
though he had difpatched a man and horfe ta 
get intelligence of us, who happenpd to adik 
us. Whw the fervants, who had been fent 
for the' Jitter, returnedv ^^ w^§ inforn^d 
of the Biihop'3 being at Touloufe, and feemed 
X9 take pew fpirits upon It, which no doubt 
were of gr^at uie^ to enable her to bear going 
in the litter, which otherwife (he could fcarce 
have done, even for io fliprt a way. After 
ih? had been put into her b^d (where, as I 
told you, (he never jQiept till fhe flept her laft) 
and had a little recovered the fatigue fiie 
underwent in the conveyance from the boat, 
which was about a uule, her father, whom 
(he immediately enquired after, came into 
her room^ and was ftartled to find her in fo 
very low a condition* After mutual expref* 
(ions of concern ajnd tendejrnefi, (he particu- 
larly acknowledged the great bleffing that 
was granted her, of meeting her dear Papa ; 
and exerted aU the littk life^ that ^yas in her, 

in 
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in grafping his hands with her uttadft force, 
as fhe often did ; and told him, that meeting 
was the chief thing that fhe had ardently de- 
lired. 

The Bilhop fome time after left lier chani* 
her, that fhe might compofe herfelf, and that 
he might himfelf give vent to* the^juft grief 
he was filled with, to fee his beloved child in 
a manner expiring. But we found Ihe took 
no reft ; fo he foon returned, and then faid 
prayers by her, and ' propofed to ^ hef the ' re- 
ceiving the holy facrament th^-hext morning, 
when he hoped fhe might have been a little 
refrefhed in order to it : fhe embraced the 
offer with much fatisfaction. He then afked 
her, for fear of any accident, if fhe was not 
defirous to have the abfolutioil of the church ? 
She declared fhe was ; and begged to have it. 
After fome little private difcourle with her, he 
gave it her, in the form prefcribed in *^ the 
*' Vifitation of the Sick f* and fhe expreflfed 
great comfort upon receiving it. ' A phyfitiaii 
'had been fent for immediately upbn her arri- 
'val. When he came, he gave little hopes, 
but faid all depended upbn the rnanner of her 
' pafling that night ; and in the mean time 
'prefcribed only what would be comfortable 

and 
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and cordial to her ftomach and bowels, which 
Ihc was tp take every three hours. It had 
that efFeft ; for Ihe feemed to lie pretty com- 
pofed and eafy the reft of the day ; and her 
purging, which before had been extremely 
troublefome, became lefsviolent. 

She once mentioned Dr» Wyntle, who you 
know had been her phyfkian ; and-wh^nhad- 
fo neglected her as for Ibme time befolB* fhe 
left England never to come near her, accord- 
ing to his appointment, nor give the leaft di- 
Motion for her management in the long 
voyage (he was" about to make. She faid to 
the Bifliop, ^vDear Papa, has Mr. Morice 
'* told you how Dr. Wyntle has ferved us r** 
Who anfwered, ** Yes, my dear, I know it 
*^ all ; biit do not let that trouble you now." 
She replied, ** Oh, no. Papa, I do not trou- 
" ble myfelf about that i I have other things 
*« to think of at this tinie ; but I did not know 
** whether Mr. Morice had told you.** 

Hoping by this time fhe might incline to 
take a little reft, her father and husband re- 
tired, it being between 'eleven and twelve at 
night; but about two in the morning (he 
fent one of her women to me (who lay on the 
fame floor, in the next room to her) to de* 
/ V 7 fire 
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fire to fpeak to me; and wKea I camc^ fte 
faidi not feetningly with miich pain, but with 
fuch a (hoftnefs bf breathy that (he was forced 
to breathe after every twd or three words^ 
** Mr* Evans, I have been working— ^-thcfe 
** three hours— and would fain — have the 
*^ facraroeut/' 1 wondered at her fending 
for rae on that account^ her husband and 
fathlH being both near at hand ; but I found 
afterwards it was l^er unwiUingnefs, by a 
direct mefTagc from herfelfj^ too much to^ 
alarni either of them* However, beiftg the* 
not apprifed of her reafon for it, I doubted a 
little of her being in her right ienfbs^ and 
faid, ** Madam, virould yoU tww receive tiicf 
** facrament ?** She faid^ " Ves, I would — 
** if poffible— prefently— 4^* Of which thirf 
Bifhop being immediately advifed, as #as Mrj 
Morice, attd everjr thing' prepared, he came/ 
and adminiflered to her» and to all prcfenty 
the facraiiient ; atid afterwards, at hefr deiire^ 
continued repeating thef prayers of the church 
till (he began to draw very near her end j 
and then he tifed and Continued the rfecom^ 
rhendatory prayer only ; (he all the while 
holding her hands in a poitufe of prayer^ and 
fometimes join ing in a low voke with hinn^^

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After this, her father being gone from the 
ibed-{idei (he called for hinn (as ihe had very 
frequently done) and again faid to him— ^ 
** Deai" Papa- — ^what a blefling is it— that af-

•* we have~the cdmfort — of this meeting T* 

And indeed^ when I refledt on it, and con-- 
iider the Weak condition fhe was in upon the 
road, the many accidents that happened to 
retard the voyige^ and the laft effort fhe made 
when fhe was at the wdrft towards finifhing 
it, I cannot but think that that meeting 
feemed granted by Heaven to her continual 
fervent prayers for it. 

About this tijffire fhe called to her husband 
(who wa* always in near attendance upon 
her) and faid ^' De^r Mr. Morice — take care 
** of the children— ^I know you will— -^ Re- 
*^ member me-^to the Dutchefs of Bucking--

" She alfo in a proper place recommended her 
fervants to Mr. Morice* 
- She now found her feet cold, and ordered

expired, at cjuarter before four o'clock on 
Tuefday morning, Nov. 8 . N. S. 

An entire refiguation to the will of God, 
t piety towards her father, husband, and fa- 
mily, made her d^ath full of the religion of 
a Saint, and of the regularity and compofed- 
nefs of a.Philofophen , I)t was then (he gave 
a &al and ian<9:ion to the judgement and af^ 
feftion of her friends ; ajid (hewed one of the 
beft and wifeft, as well as aqbleft, of her fex 
(the Dutchefs of Buckingham^ who, I have 
heard had a very great regard for her)^ that 
(he had made a right judgement of her, and 
beflowed her love on one who de(erved it; 
Such a death, at the end of a virtuous li£b|

I Received yours about three weeks ago, to 
my great comfort and fatisfa£tion, in that 
you were got (afe and well to your joilrney*s 
end, hoping that youintend to return fooncp 
than you promifed, by your great care df the 
little horfe, which 15 in. exceUtent ottler ; and 
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I heartily wifh you could fooii verify th* 
Welfli proverb, ♦* Gwedu treiglo pob tre teg 
** y w edrych tiagadre ;" that I might have 
the pleafure to fee you ride him : but I fear 
your natural bent to the ftudy of antiquities^ 
your defire of polite converfation, your love 
of elegant living and Italian wines, may be 
too prevailing motives in retarding yqyr pro- 
grefs towards this poor country, where nqnQ 
of thofe advantages can be gained in any 
tolerable degree, as you know very well: 
however, we have much lefs rcafon to com- 
plain this year, as I am well aiTured, than 
our neighbours in the Weft of England, 
where their hay, herbage, fummer com, and 
kitchen gardens, yield them little or nothing, 
infomuch that hay was fold at Briftol about 
the middle of June laft for JT ^. per ton, 
and water two-pence halfpenny per pail, they 
being obliged to fodder their cattle twice in ^ 
day in moft places, and in many places even 
their (heep ; and all this by reafon of the 
greateft drought that evejr we heard of in 
thofe parts ; not but that it has been exceed-* 
ingly dry with us, no flood having been feea 
in Tivi.iince Chriftmas, and the wind con- 
tinuing near two thirds of the time from then 
till npw eafterly ; yet, Qop be praifed, we 
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have a good crop :of barky, rye, and wheat ; 
our oats and hay but indifferent indeed. We 
hay^ ha^ federal refrefliing fhowers within 
this two njonths, ■'vs^iich may be owing ta 
thelieight of the mountains, by drawing to 
themfelves moft of the vapours that floated in 
the neighbouring atmofphere ; but this I 
fobmit to yoiir better judgement, who are for 
well acquainted with the Alps. Your loving 
an4 affedion^jte mother, Anne Williams.

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Being Called upon in this public mahner, I 
think my felf obliged tQ declare, that the 
foregoing' account, in all its parts, as £su: af 
lam any. ways coi)ceriied, is entirely falfe 
and groundlefs ; for I never faw my Lor4 
Clarendon's Hiftory in manuicript, tither 
before or fince the edition of it ; nor ever

excepted. I might, probably^ at the diftarice 
df Montpelier, where I was wHeri Mr: Old-^ 
mixtfrl wr6te, nfever hate heird of what he 
lays to my charge (intelligence of that' kind 
being, as he kriows', not very open to me) ;

Antonius Musa's Character, reprefcntc4

In a Letter to Dr. John Freind*. 

IN Hiftory-painting the particular figures,^ 
we know, are often taken froin the life ; 
and the cafe, I doub( not, is this fame 

with

<* The publifliing of the following piece wants 
f* no recommendation to the world. The name 
f ' of an author fo well known, and fo defervedly 
** admired, for fpyeral books on various fubjefts, 
f« publiihed in his life-time, fufficiently recom- 
*< men^s a pofthumous work of his, much more 
** than any thing that could be faid in its favour ; 
f '^ and claims of itfelf a juftpretenfion to general ap- 
" plaufe." Such therefore being the difpofition of 
*' the publjck towards the character of thedeceafed 
f ^ author, and fuch the claim of the work for a 
*f kind ireception, I cannot but wonder that it has

ever writ in our language. The novelty of the 
thought^ and the acutenefs and fa^city 19 
** tracing out the moft feerct views of the Roman 
•* poet 4 the dif€;Qvering of thofe uncommoitbcti^^ 
*^ ties of his poem, cither unperceived or nc- 
gledted by former criticks ; and the exhibiting 
them in fo mafterly a manner ; all this> I fay, 
juftly deferves the admiration of the reader. 
Throvigh all the work, though of a fmall com^ 
pafsj and on a fubje<^ fo barren in its nature, 
and fo much confined, the author proves him- 
felf a niaq of great leaming, a deep critick, an4 
a polite gentleman ; three qualities, which are 
*' yery feldom found united in the fame perfon. 

*^ Virgil, among the Latin poets, was our au- 
^* thor's favourite. By reading his poem often^ 
*^ \Yith a more than common attention, and mak- 
ing thofe obfervations which are requifite for 
relifhing the delicacies of that excellent poet, 
he made himfelf mafter of his genius and fj)irit, 
and thereby difcovered the particular views the 
poet had in feveral paflages of his compoii- 
tion. This is what, in reading ancient authors, 
we ought to aim, at, and endeavour to obtain ; 
*^ and then we may ptetend to underftand them, 
and to be capable of imitating them occalion- 
ally : tlie crowding together various readings, 
and the muflering up quotations, according to

^^ in collefting paiftges from varioua authors, and 
^' turning over voluminous di<ftionwes ; but, is 
^* very i3X from being a proof of their under- 
" ftanding and obferving thofe dclie^ito ftrokes 
<^ of the moft refined art, and of their fhewing 
<* themfelves mafters of tho ikill and the pecu- 
<^ liar manner of the writer* They rather con- 
^^ found and puzzle the reader, and cafl dark 
^< clouds over the brighteft pafiages of an author, 
'^^ whilft they are making a parade of Greek and 
*^ Latin learning, wild coxijefturcs^ and far^fetch- 
'^ ed intepretations, in order to hy claim to the 
*^ title of learned men and critics. No wandfer, 
f^ therefore, that thefe gentlemen, as has been 
<* generally obferved, after all theiir pains taken, 
f* and time fpent, in readbg the claffics, can neither 
f^ think nor write in the delicate tafte, and after 
^^ the eafy and elegant manner, of the antients. 

" I cannot but take notice of one circumftaixce, 
*' which Ihews our author to have been a man of 
** extraordinary abilities; he drew up this ad- 
** mirable piece of criticifm, not in his young 
.'• days, when the memory and imagination are 
f^ in bloom and full vigour ; neither in his firm 
f^ and mature age, when the fruita of the under- 
ftanding are ripe ; but in the laft period of his 
life, almoft decayed by drnje ; a fcafon, when 
f * all thofe branches of our nobler parts are gene- 
*.* rally either entirely withered, ox, at the beft, 
f^ drooping and bai:ren. Beficks, his bcxly was 

'' almoil 
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it, that (hews them to have been copied 
from living originals ; and therefore, beau- 
tiful 

** almoft worn out by long and painful diftem- 
** pers, and his mind funk under the heavy mis- 
<^ fortune of being deprived of what nature has 
<* deeply implanted in the foul ; a particular af- 
*^ feftion and moft tender love for his native 
*^ country, which (feparated from his near rela- 
** tions and his beft and dearefl friends) he paf- 
*^ fionately defired to fee again ; and yet had not 
*^ the leail hope of ever being indulged in his 
*^ wilhes. Notwithftanding all thefe difadvantages, 
*' both ®f nature and fortune, which he then lav 
** under, he yet \vas fo blcffed by heaven, that 
** they could not in the leaft weaken the ftrength, 
*^ or darken the clearnefs, of his under (landing ; 
**^'^heither abate the livelinefs of his imaG:ination, 
*^ nor ihake the firmnefs and readhiefs of his hjc- 
f^ mory. By thefe afliflances he continued to 
^* converfe with the Mufes, with whom, from his 
^' earlieft youth, he had been intimately acquaint- 
*^ ed ; and found, in their converfetibn, thtt Duke 
^* lenimen ntalorum, which is able to relieve a Man 
•* under the like affli6tions, 

" I am credibly informed, by perfons who have 
** feen the MSS. that there are feveral of his 
writings in the hands of fome of his friends. It 
were to be wifhcd, that thofe gentlemen would 
not keep them from thcpublick, nor deprive the 
** learned world of the advantages which would 
** accrue to them, from the perufal of the works 
of fo dcferving a man, who, for his fuperior 
genius, univcrfal learning, elegance of ftyle, 
<* and purity of language, will alvyays, whilft 

*^ learn- 
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tiful as thpfe images are, we lofe half their 
beauty, by not knowing who fat for them. 
• Virgil feems particularly touched with the 
charms of fr?end(hip ; and has therefore em- 
ployed all his art to illuftrate it in the perfons. 
of Euryalus and Nifus*, whom he intro-, 
duces for that purpofe into two of his beft 
Epifodes, and dwells largely, in both, on 
the little circumftances of their ilory. This 
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" learning and a good tafte of writing continue to 
" flourifli among us, be admired, and looked 
** upon as one of the brighteft ornaments of the 
Englifli nation. This is what even his mofi 
inveterate enemies neither can, nor dare, deny 
him; a true and convincing argument of a 
real and lingular merit : a merit, which per- 
haps cxpefts its reward from the founder judge- 
** ment of uncorrupt pofterity, when men's ac- 
** tions, by length of time, and the diftance of 
" particular views, motives, and circumftances, 
'^ ihall either appear in a different light, or be 
*^ entirely forgotten ; and when fentiments Ihall 
*^ be delivered with more freedom and fecurity : 
^^ pofterity, I fay, may then be apt to lofe all 
*^ fight of lefler failings, and errors of condud:, 
** in an entire admiration of the elevation of his 
'* genius, the dignity and regularity of his fentir 
*' ments, and the purity and order of iiis didlion 
*• and compofition."

he 
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he has not done with regard to any other of 
the fubahera charaftcrs of the jEneid, and 
we muft fuppofe hitn therefore very fond of 
the fnbjeft, efpecially if confidered as the 
ffioft exa<ft, referved, and judicious of wri- 
ters: 

h it not natural to think, that in this, and 
many other cafes, he has fcattered through 
his works, under feigned names, the true re- 
femblances of fome of his moft intimate 
friacids ; endeavouring by that means to 
give them a fhare of the immortality which 
his Poem was to enjoy ? though by the neg- 
ligence and ftupidity of thofe who made com-* 
ments upon him, "and faid nothing of thefe fe- 
cret views, his deiign has in great meafure 
inifcarried.:For inftance, can any one read thoft 
admirable lines at the end of the fecond epi- 
fode relating to thofe two friends * ; 

Fortunati ambo ! fi quid mea carmina pdflunt. 
Nulla dies unquam memori VoS eximet aevo : 
. Dum doraus iEnese capitoli immobile faxum 
Accolet, impeiriumque pater Rom^nus habebit..

I fiy^ caii any <me rc^d ihefe lines? withc^ut 
ju^gki^ i^mnediateiy that Virgil mxi& haYt 
had two. R6mans in his eye when be wrote 
th^m, wiiofe charafbett iriendihip^ and fate, 
aredeferibed under that of Euryatus and NiiOus t 
What clfe can juftify fo pathetic an excuriioii 
of the poet in bis own name ? 

Si quid mea carmina poCunt^ &c« 

a liberty not allowed to epic writers, and 
fcatcely taken by him in any other part of his 
work, except where he! invokes the Mufe to 
affift him on fome extraordinary ocCafion* 
Nor would It perhaps have been excufable 
here, had not known perfons and a real event 
been fhadowed under this poetical fiftion. 

That Auguftus fat for the charafter of 
j^neas, is agreed by the commentators, even 
by thofe of them that are leaft attentive t6 
fuch obfervations ; and indeed what Horace 
and Virgil himfelf fay on this head, puts it 
out of doubt, Virgil, in the introdudion 
to his third Georgic, added probably after b^ 
had formed the plan of the iEncid, intimates 
his defign in thefe verfes, 

Mox tamen ardentes accingar dicere pugnas 
Ca^farift) & liomcn fami tot ferre per «nno^ 

4 Tithoni 
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Titho^i prima quot abeft ab origrrte Oefar *. 

Which implies that the battles and other ifa^ 
mous exploits of Auguftus fhould be delivered 
down to pofterity in the refembring circum- 
ftances of thofe of -/Eneasi Horace fpeaks 
yet more plainly to the point, where he writes 
to Auguftus himfelf, and gives him an ad** 
vantage over the Macedonian herp in this re- 
ipe£t, that Alexander's outward lineraents 
only had been taken by the exquifite artifts of 
his time ; whereas the v^ry mind and man- 
ners of Auguftus had been defcribed by Vir- 
gil and Varius ; he mentions their names^ 
and then adds. 

Nee magis expreffi vultus per ahenea fignal 
Quam per vatis opus mores animique virorum 
Clarorum apparent "f* 

Varius had done, this in his panegyric on Au- 
guftus, now loft; and Virgil can be only

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iupjiofcd to have done it, in the charadler and 
a^fcions of .^leas. 

As the hero of Vii^gil was. certainly in* 
teaddd to exprefs Auguftus (of which many 
proofs, if necJefflary, might be given) ; fo di- 
vers chara£l!ers in his poem were doubtlefs 
defigned, as I have faid^ for particular per- 
fons, well known at the time when Virgil 
wrote. SiMsh I fuppofd the charader of lapis 
HI the twelfth iEneid to have been, and An- 
tonius Mufa, the phyfician of Auguftus, to be 
reprefentcd by it. He was of the court and 
retinue of that prince, and attended his per- 
fon, as lapis attends -ffineas, in his campaigns 
and voyages. He was very intimate with 
Virgil and Horace, as appears from an epi- 
gram addreflcd to him by the former, ftill re- 
maining among the Cataledta, and by what 
the latter fays of him in one of his epiftles* 
Both of them had infirm conftitutions : one, 
we know, was under Mufa's care on that 
account; and fo, we may juftly believe, was 
the other. It was no wonder therefore, if 
Virgil, the moft grateful of men to his friends 
and benefa£lors^ fliould have been willing to 
do honour to his memory by finding a place 
for him in his poem. He feems to have 

Z - wounded 
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wounded ^neas on purpofe to introduce 
lapis for the cure ; which, after fome thoughts 
fpent on the rcafonablenefs of this incident, 
as he has placed it, is the heft account I can 
give of it. For it is certainly employed, 
when one would leaft have expefted it, when 
the ^neid haftens towards a clofe, when the 
two armies are engaged for the laft time, and 
with the greateft fury, and when the fingic 
fight between iEneas and Turnus is juft com- 
ing on, by which the whole is to be deter- 
mined ; the aftion, then grown hot, and at 
its height, c6ols and ftands perfeftly ftill, 
while lapis is performing the cure on ^neas. 
At fuch a time, and in fuch an exigence, the 
friendly delign of the poet to immortalize the 
phyfician, is perhaps the beft account we can 
give of his conduft. 

Indeed Mufa deferved to be thus honoured 
by the pen of Virgil ; for he was eminent in 
his faculty beyond all his contemporaries, as 
lapis is faid to have been, Fhceboante alios 
<iiledius. He had recovered Auguftus. from a 
dangerous ilhicfs, and was fo dear to the peo- 
ple of Rome on that account, that a public 
Ihitue was erefted to his honour. lapis in 
like manner heals i^neas ; and it may be 

obferved 
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febferved (if that remark be not too minute) 
that both the cures were performed by bath^ 
ing. The ftatue for lapis was wanting to 
complete the parallel. Virgil has added it, by 
giving us fuch a noble likenefs of him, as will 
out-lafl bfafs aiid marble. 

For certainly the character of lapis, here 
difplayed, is one of the moft moral, beautiful, 
and perfect in its kind, of any that is to be 
met with in the whole ;/?Eneid. It is painted 
according to the diftinftion made by the Ita- 
lians, is to the works of their great mafters ; 
not oiily con diligenzaj (yt con Jiudio^ but con 
amore. There is a fondnefs of expreffion (if 
I may be allowed that phrafe) ufed by Virgil 
4h tracing and heightenbg the fcveral parts 
of it ; fo that it muft have been a favourite 
piece : and, upon examining it throughout, 
One cannot help thinking, that he had fome 
friend of the faculty prefent to his mind, 
while he was drawing it. 

It is for the fake of fuch another *, that I 
fhall enlarge my refledlions on this head ; and 
in the courfe of them (hall have him often in 
my view, as Virgil had Mufa, without nam- 
ing him.

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iEneas, juft ready to engage Turhusj is 
wounded by an arrow from an unknown 
hand, and obliged to retire from the field of 
battle to his tent, fuppOrtfed by Mnefteus and 
Achates. 

The words of Virgil *, on the occafioii of 
this wound received, are very remarkable : 

Ecce viro ftridens alls allapfa fagitta eft ; 
Inccrtum qua pulfa manu, quo turbine ada6:a; 
Quis tantam Rutulis laudem, cafufne, Deufiie, 
Attulerit : preffa eft infignis gloria fadti ; 
Nee fefc Mncx jaftavit vulnere quifquam. 

Why all this variety of expreffion^ to tell us 
that it was not known from what hand the 
wound came ? Nothing is more common 
than fuch g circumftance in a battle. He 
lays, one .would think, more Weight on this 
particular than it deferves ; but he intends it 
by way of contraft to what is to follow, where 
he will not only mention him that healed (he 
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loud-hiffing thro' the (kies. 



With thirfty rage, a feather'd arrow flies ; 

And reached the hero with a certain aim ; 

But from what hand, was never told by fame- 

None knew, what fortune, or aflifling god. 

So proud a triumph on the foe bcftovv^ld. 

Nor one in all the mighty hoft was found,. 

Who claimed the merit of fo bafe a wound. Pitt,. 

wound. 
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\yound, but give us alfo a particular account 
of his talents and charafter : and it will 
heighten the praifes he gives to the one, 
that he paffes over the other altogether in 
filence. 

I fliall recite the whole paffage relating to 
lapis as it lies in the poem, and then fuggeft 
fome refleftions upon it. Some of thefe 
may perhaps be new, even to thofe who are 
well acquainted with Virgil ; and few of 
them, I believCj^ will be found either in his 
^^ncient or modern commentators * :

His former vigour now fuccepds to pain. 
And life burns bright in all her powers again^ 
lapis firft perceiv'd th' immortal art, 
T^at coord the raging pangs, and closed the part^ 
Raptur'd he faw the cure^ and firft irppeird 
The prince, renewed in courage, to the field. 
Arms for the chief, he cries, prepare his arms r 
And inftantfend him to the dire alarms. 
This cure, great hero, is no work of mine, 
J\'ot mortal art, but done by hands divine. 
Thy life fome guardian god has niade his care. 
Who fends thee back to fight, and conquer in the 
war.

flow 
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Hpw recommendablc and beautifyl an idea^ 
has Virgil here given us of this phyfician ! 
He reckons up the four arts*, in which 

* Horace traced the fteps of Virgilin his Car-r 
men Seculare, where he enumeratesi hi gne ftan^j^ 
thefe four attributes of Apollo : 

^^ Augur & fulgente decorus arcu 
^* Phoebus, acceptufque novem Camenis, 
** Quid falutari levat arte fefibs 
^^ Corporis artus.^* 

The words are good, but do not, I think, rife up 
^o the force and beauty of Virgil's expreffiori. 
There is a fecond inftance in the fame ode, wherciu 
]Horace imitates another celebrated paffage of Vir^ 
gil, and falls equally fbort of it ; 

f ^ Tu regere iniperiq populos, Romane, memeptQ| 
*^ Parcere fubjettis, & debellare fuperbos ;'* 

fays the one* 

^^ Imperet bellante prior, jacentcn> 
. ^* Lenis in hollem j" 

fays the other. 

It cannot be doubted, upon the comparifbn, whe- 
ther the firfl: of thefe be not faid with more dignity 
and grace than the latter. And fo it mull happen 
to any man, even to Horace himfelf, that ven- 
tures to fay the fame thing Virgil did, after a dif- 
ferent manner. Let me add, that the defign of 
Horace to imitate Virgil, decides the difpute that 
has been raifed about a various reading of impetrct 
for imperet^ which plainly refers to the imperio of 
Virgil. 

ApoUa 
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Apollo was fuppofed to excel, which were 
vnder his peculiar patronage, and which he 
diftributed, as he pleafed, to his votaries and 
favourites. In three of thefe he tells us, 
Japis, when young, had made great advances ; 
but neglefted the ftudy of them, and pur- 
fued only the fourth, the Ikill of medicine, 
that by the means of it he might protraft the 
Jife of an aged father, then labouring tinder 
Ibme great infirmity ; whofe name therefore 
Virgil, records, together w;th that of the fon, 
lapis lafideSt 

Of all the motives that could determine a 
inan to the ftudy of phyfic preferably to other 
arts and fciences, fure the worthieft and beft 
is that of filial piety. It is what diftinguifhes 
the character even of the hero of the jEneid, 
and was a remarkable part of Virgil's own, 
as appears from fome verfes he compofed at 
the time of his flight from Mantua, wherein 
Tiis father accompanied him, and of whofe 
danger he there fpeaks with all imaginable 
concern and tendernefs. It was natural 
therefore for him to adorn his friend with a 
quality which he himfelf prized and poflef- 
fed ', and, perhaps, if we knew Mufa's ftory, 
we fhouId,find that there was romethinor in it 

parallel 
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parallel even in this refpeft to what is here 
faid of lapist 

His determining himfelf to be a phyfician, 
upon the laudable motive before-mentioned, 
h ftill farther recommended to us by this 
heightening circumftance, that he poflefled 
the other arts in perfection, and exercifed 
them with Ikill and fuccefs. Thus much, ( 
think, is ftrongly implied |n tliefe emphatical 
words ; 

*^ — Acri quondam cui captus amorc 
*^ Ipfe fuas artes, fua munera, lagtus Apollo,

ffgittas/' 

The gifts of the gods to thofe they favour 
and love, are always to be fuppofed perfed, 
and not made by halves: lapis therefore 
muft have excelled in thofe arts, which he 
renounced for the ftudy of phyfic ; and thefe 
arts were all fuch as the Romans held in high 
efteem. The college of augurs, and the li- 
brary of Apollo in the Vatican, fufficiently 
prove the regard that was paid to the two 
firft ; and as to the third, exprefled by fagit- 
to'^ it means t\it periiia jaculandl in general ; 
includes the art of managing the javelin or 
(^art^ as .well as the bow ; and was one of 

thofe 
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thofe military exercifes in which the Ro*. 
mans, whofe empire was owing to their arms, 
excelled. 

Divination, poetry, and foldiery, were all 
honourable and advantageous to thofe that 
profeffed them ; and yet lapis, intent upon 
recovering his father, quits them all for a 
profeffion, which was not then in high re* 
pute, and made no great figure and noife in 
the world, except what is borrowed fbrne-* 
times from the charafter and perfeftions of 
fome excellent perfon, who happened to p.rac* 
tife it J 

■ ■' Ufumque mcdendi 
Maluit, & mutas agitare inglorius artes. 

We are not to wonder, that Virgil rewards 
this pious concern of lapis for the life of his 
father by lengthening his own : he ftyles hira 
Jenior in one place, and hngievm in another^ 
He makes him on this account dearer to the 
god of medicine than the reft of the tribe, 
and advances him to be prime phyfician to 
the founder of the Roman empire, and author 
of the race of lulus. The good qualities and 
great talents of lapis have, by Virgil's means, 
a recompence which is proportioned to his 

merit, 

3 
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merit, and the juft confequence of it Were 
the prime phyficians of princes always pre- 
feirred with as much juftiee, perhaps many 
of thofe princes would fit longer on their 
thrones than they do, and reach the years of 
^neas or Auguftus. 

,It may be obferved, how fhort, and yet 
juft arid full, an account Virgil here gives u$ 
of the extent of phyfic and furgery, as then 
jointly cxercifed* He makes them to confift 
ih the knowledge of the power of fimplesj 
and in great ufe and experience : 

Scire poteftates herbarum, ufumque medendi* 

The one relates to the theory of that art, the 
other to the practice : without the latter of 
thefe, he infinuates, the former can be of no 
fcrvice ; and for this reafon alfo he may be 
fuppofed to have afcribed longevity to his 
lapis. The materia medlca^ then confifting 
chiefly in botany, might be acquired in early 
years ; but age, and long ufe, were requifite 
to mellow and ripen the phyfician in the art 
of healing. There are no ufelefs words, we 
fee, in Virgil ; all he fays is full of good 
fenfe, and will afford us wife reflexions, if 
we have but the fkill and the patience fuf- 
ficient to unfold them. 

It 
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' It will not be thought refining, I hope, if 
I fuppofe alfo Virgil's meaning, in this paf- 
fage, to have been, to intimate to us, that 
art and induftry, however neceffary in phy- 
fie, are not fufficient without an happy ge- 
nius or difpofition of nature, which pecu- 
liarly fits men for that profeffion, and which 
feems born with them, and derived inune- 
diately from the Deity. It was by the par- 
ticular favour of Apollo that lapis excelled : 
if he had not been Pbcebo ante alios dile6ius4 
he had never arrived to the height of his fa- 
culty. The fon of Sirach has faid the fame 
thing with greater authority. "Honour a 
** phyfician," fays he, " with the honour 
** due unto him ; for the Lord hath created 
*' him. Of the Moft High cometh healing* 
** And he hath given men (kill, that he might 
^* be honoured in his marvellous works." It 
may be thought indecent thus to mix what is 
facred with what is profane : but I cite the 
author of Ecclefiafticus on this occafion^ 
merely as a wife obferver of men and things^ 
w^ithout regard to his charadler on other ac- 
counts. And as fuch perhaps I fhall take 
leave to cite him again ere I end thefe pa* 
pers.

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When lapis goes to work, we find the me- 
thods employed by him to have been, a bath 
of herbs and the ufe of the forceps. In one 
of thefe, Virgil includes the remedies; ia 
the other the inftruments, of furgery. And 
he particularly, more than once, takes notice 
of the manus medica^ 

— ^Multa manu medica — trepidat— 

-— Spicula dcxtra 

Solicitat — 

Jamque fecuta manum, nullo cogente, lagitta^ 

•-— Neque te, -ffinea, mea dextera fervat— 

or that dexterity in handling the part af- 
fected, which is looked upon, as one of the 
beft and happieft qualifications of thofe that 
are employed on fuch occafions. He feems 
iilfo to imply, that the praftitioners of that 
time had a peculiar and becoming drefs, by 
which they were diftinguiflied ; and which 
was tucked up, or thrown back, but not laid 
afide, at the time when they performed fuch 
operations. At leaft, fuch an habit is by 
Virgil proved for lapis ; and, by that means, 
fo me addition, as it were, is made to the gra- 
vity of his character.

Unlefs we will fay, that this ckcumftaiice 
was intended to exprefs the extraordinar/ di-t 
ligence of lapis in dr effing his matter, with^ 
eut lofing any time, even by laying afide his 
habit. I fhould have thought fo indeed^ if 
the words Paonium in fnorem did not feem to 
refer to fomewhat cuftomary* 

Virgil has otherwife taken care to exprefs 
the diligence of lapis in attending ^neas^ 
and his folicitude in performing the cure. 
The firft words, by which he introduces 
him, are, Jamque aderat^ &c. He is at the 
tent, we fee, almoft as fbon as iEheas him- 
felf ; nor does it appear that he was ib much 
as fent for on this occafion. The tumour of 
the mafter's wound foon reached the faithful 
and vigilant fervant ; and immediately we 
find him on the Ipot : Jamque aderat. This 
is not always the cafe of thofe who excel in 
the faculty ; but wherever it is, it gives a 
particular luftre to their charafter. 

The care and anxiety of lapis in the ope- 
ration, and his turning himfelf every way to 
give ^neas relief, are thus in the mofl lively 
and emphatlcal manner fet out :

that lapis reKed not wholly on his own ikill, 
but had fecretly invoked the god of medicine, 
while he was buiied in the cure. The words,

fuflSciently imply it. 

This method of praftice would now per* 
haps be thought a little (ingular ; nor tvas it 
then, I fuppole, very common; fince the 
eldefl and moft famous profeiTor of the art, 
Hippocrates, is obfenred^ through all his 
works, to have mentimied ro ^uov but once; 
and even then it is difputed by his commen- 
tators, whether that phrafe had any relatroti 
to the Deity. However, Virgil, we fee, was 
not afllatxled to join theie two qualifications 
together^ the ufe of remedies, and a depen* 
^nce 6n the' gods for the fuccefs ; and h^ 
has done it not here only, but in othor 
places of his poem; particularly, where he 
mentions Hippolytus, as brought to life by 
the favour of Diana, and the (kill of -^fcu* 
lapius :

WiU 
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Will it be indecent after this, if I once more 
cite the Son of Sirach's anthority to the fame 
purpofe? ••^ There is,'* fays he, '* a time, 
** when in the hand of the phyfician there Is 
** good fuccefs: for he Ihall (not only pre- 
*• fcribe, but) prny unto the Lord, that he 
*• would profpcr what he gives for cafe and 
^* remedy to prolong life.'* This, it feems^ 
was a notion that prevailed among the Jews 
aiid Heatliens, as to the pra<ftice of phyfic :. 
would it be any difgrace to us, if it were 
countenanced a little among Chriflians ? But 
thefe reflexions are perhaps too ferious. I 
proceed to thofe that may be thought lefs ex-* 
ceptionable. 

After Venus had fccretly made the infa- 
fion,

Though Virgil feprefeiits lapis as ktiowitig; 
and experienced in his ^rt, he thinks not 
that he leflens his charafifcer by imputing 
ignorance in the prefent cafe to him* Di- 
vine affiftances are unfeen and unfelt at the 
tinie they are comrrtunicated i they ap» 
pear only by the eflfeljl; which when it 
'' Aa a bap- 
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happened, we (hail find lapis to be the firft; 
who perceived and owned it. It i& no reproach 
to his ikili^ that he did not hin[ifelf light on 
this remedy^ and apply it* How fliould he, 
when two of the ingredients were ^qh asa* 
god only, at that inflant, could furnilh, the^ 
juice of anibrofia, and the diSamnuffn or dit-% 
tany, tliat grew on mount Ida^ gB^pnthgt 
mountain only ? It feenas the virtue of that, 
herb confided in applying it green ^ and in the

Each way Virgil takes care 
that the confeffed ignor^^qe of Japil (hou4d 
be no blemifli to him here ; as we (haH fijftd 
that hi^ own ready acjcnpwledgemeat of it 
afterwards does him great honour. • . i .

Three different fymptoms of this cure are in 
thefe vprfes diftiniSly exprefled. The pain 
JEneas felt vaniflied at once, the blood ceafed 
toguftifrom his wound, and the arrow itfelf 
dropped eafily out of it. It is obfervable how 
thefe feveral effeds are iadapted to the feveral 
ibgfedicDts that were throw^i into the bath 
fey .Venus, The dittwy loofens the arrow; 
the plunt he c^lls panMea temoved the pain 
(for fa the very deriyition of the ^ord im- 
pJiios); 2Bd the/tfccus/aluifris aml^rofity what- 
ever that juice was, helped to ftanch the 
blood, and ciofc the wound by its healing 
quality. So exaftly has. Virgil made the caufc 
and the effect, the remedy and the cure, to 
correfpond with each other. The iffue of all 
is, after the enumeration of thele fymptoms, 
that ^meas's ftrength was immediately and 
entirely reftored : 

— Atque novae rediere in priftina vires. 

This effeft was too unufual and fudden to 
flow merely from a natural caufe, and thcre- 
fore'is added to fhew that the cure was mi- 
raculous ; and fo we (hall fee lapis under- 

A a 3 ftands 
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ftands and declares it to be, without the leaft 
hefitation* 

He had been hitherto filcnt while the ope*^ 
ration wa3 going forward : nor could he in*» 
deed then have faid any thing but what was 
difcouraging. Now in a rapture he crieS 
out : 

Arma citi properatc viro— 

Arms, and the man who had now recovered 
his jftrength to wield them, are terms fuited 
to each other: they are thofe by which 
Virgil opens his vEneid, and includes in them 
the whole fubje^l of it. He there ules theih 
in his own perfdn ; and now. when the 
a£tion draws to a clofe, lie puts them again 
into the mouth of his favourite phyfician, 
who thus proceeds : 

— - Quid ftatis ? lapis 
Conclamat, primufque animos accendit in hoftes,, 
JJon hcBC humaiiis opibus, ncm arte magiftra, 
Provemunt, neque te, iEnea, mea dextera fervat ;

From thefe few words, and this ihort ac- 
count of his behaviour, many things may be 
obferved to his advantage, which Virgil with 
^ mafterly haiid has either expreffed or ia* 

^ fmugtcd, 
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(iiiuatedv in order to raife the charadler of 
lapis, and render it every way amiable an(f 
venerable. 

' ' fii$ public fplrit, his zeal for -/Eneas's 
fafety, and affedlion for his caufe, are here 
apparent. What can declare them more^ 
than the abriipt manner of his entering on 
this honeft and bomtiful expdftubtion ? 

He flays not to congratulate his great pa* 
tient upon the cure, or to receive the con- 
gratulations of others : his concern is. only, 
left any moment (hould beloft; and there* 
fore he addrefies himfelf immediately to the 
croud, and reproaches the delay of thofe who 
^pidly looked on, and forbore to bring the 
hero^ lib armour* Intent upon the common 
goody and puflied by a ftrong impulfe, hei 
negle£bs little decencies ; and^ forgetting his 
.profeflion, is the firft .to encourage the droop- 
ii<g foldiers, and to warm them into a defira 
of renewing the combat : 

— ^Primufquc animos acccndit in holies. 

Virgil plainly intended by this accouii^ to 
tell us, that he was no lefs a good patriot 
than an excellent phyfician.

Though lapis had intermitted tne ftudj of 
rfibfe arts to purfiie that of medicine ; yet ftiir 
V* find hirii poflefled of the two fim at leafl:, 
and eierting them here in -a very remarkable 
mafineV. His^fldil in divination faugttfranij 
mahifefts itfeir by his firft lighting on the 
calife of *j®neaS^s cure, and then fbretellihg' 
the e^rrt of itV His talent for f)oetry and 
rhtific, which the word c/ViS^r^ implies, Vir- 
gil fea^ taken care to fecure to him, by thole 
fine lines he mdkes liim utter on this occa- 
fion, which are as juft and numerous as any 
in the JEneid. And as to his knowledge of 
the cekresfdgjttaj there is,' methinks, fomet 
little reference, fome aliufion, to that gift, in 
the very nature of the operation, about which 
he is employed. - So that tKe poet forgets 
not in the condufion of this little epifdde (if f 
may fo call it) what he had faid at the en- 
trahce of it. His account of lapis is through-- 
0ut <:on(iftent, and of apiece. And I may, 
after this particular examination of it, no\V 
ikfely appeal to men of judgement and tafte,^ 

whether 
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whether what I ktd dowir ' concernitlg the 
charafter of lapis be not true ; that it is cer- 
tainly one of the moft morale be^utifulv'att^ 
perfe£t, that occurs throughout the poem; 
and confcquently muft have been d^iigned to 
reprefent fome phyfician of note, with whom 
Virgil was particularly acquainted ; an4 who 
could that he but Anton ius;Muiar? .Happy 
he was to be acquainted with i^ch a poct^ 
aiid fuch a friend, whoknewhis worth, and 
did fuch juftice to it, that I pcrfuade my fei^ 
if Mufa outlived Virgil, and the; edition of 
bis poem (as 1 think he did), he^ valued him- 
fclf inqre upon thcfe.verfes of his, than upoa 
all the liberalities of Auffuftus. 

An endeavour to fet this point in a trvfi 
light, was the real occafion of what I have 
written ; wherein I have alio intermixed re- 

• ■ * • 

fledtions of a different kind as they occurred, 
and as I judged thepa ufeful to illuftrate the 
art and conduit of Virgil in maiiaging this in- 
cident. Some of thefe refle(3:ions will, per-»^ 
haps, be thought too refined, and rather fan • 
ciful than juft. I am apt to think them fo 
myfelf, and that I have here and there in- 
dulged my pafTion for Virgil, and afcribed ta 

him 
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ttim more than he exprefsly intended. A very 
pardonable, fault in his cofximehtators and ad* 
mirers ! who are fure to omit ten obferva* 
tlons that might be made to his advantage, 
for aftV QG^ which they :flart tbrt does not 
ftri£i:ly belorig to him. However, raoft of 
the thowghts I advance have^ if I miftake 
pot> a real apd. folid fauiidation; I Such as 
they itfi^, they have offered themfelves to me' 
without t^ie help of books, of which lam: 
not |K)W mafter ; and if I were, fhouldy per* 
haps^ have cbofen not to coiifult them; being 
perfii^ded, that the text of great authors, well 
confidered, is always the beft comment ^n it* 
felf, and affords the trueft light towards en*' 
tering iuto the fehfc and fpirit of them. 

The Contemners of the ancients take mor^ 
pains to Qenfufeithan underftand them. "Such 
r^fleftions as thefe, if well grounded, may 
contribute to give them jufter notions than 
they have, of . the exaftaefs and propriety of 
Virgil's thoughts and expreffions, and lead 
them to perufe his works with more atten* 
fion and reverence than they ufually beftow 
ppon th^ip. For certainly he was a man,

giveii it his laft hand/ it would, ( am per- 1 
fuadedf haV£ been the noblefl: work that the 
mind of joian by its natural powers (not only 
did ever produce, for fucfh it now is, but) is 
capable of :producing. That is not the cafe; 
£>r he died before he could finifh it, aiidlaid 
that difappoititmait fo much to heart, as to 
ftidaivioiir to deftroy what did not aftiWer the 
Vl©a lof pcrifeaion he had cbnceived. There 
is no iroom to difpute this fa€l; the autho* 
rities for it are beyond exception; and it 
^ves us an liigher n<tfion of Virgil, than 
even bis poem can furnifli us with ; ^iice it 
was, doub&lefs, a greater proof of his fuperior 
judgement and genius to refolve to burn 
)yhat he had written, becaufe he held -it 
^ im- 
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imperfe^, tiiinb to have been able to compose 
it. We are behblden td Varius and Ttidca, 
that this refolution was riot executed; and 
pofterity ought ever to be grateful to their 
memory on that account. What they wrote 
themfelves is loft, and loft, perhaps, by the 
furpaffing excellence of the poem which 
they- pfeferved, and by the extraordinary 
praifes which they' theilifelves (whpfe judge-, 
ment was then held in high repute) without, 
envy beftowed upon it. . y .: - ; ' V 

How different has the fate of Virgil be^i^ 
in our days, w^hcn mfeii have tried theii^ t^-^ 
putation on the ruin of his ! and, .byi-jj^odn 
ing faults with his matchlefs work, to make 
way for the reception of their own infipid 
performances ! The ill fuccefs of the at- 
tempt will not, I believe, tempt others to 
renew it. Thefe, I hope, may be the laft 
efforts that ignorance and want of tafte will 
maker on the charadters of men, whom the 
univerlal applaufes of fo many fucceeding 
ages has put beyond the reach of our cenfure, 
and whom it will ever be our happinefs to 
^^ire, and our glory to imitate.

BISHOP Atterbury, in a letter addreffed 
to Dr. Freind, endeavours to point out 
the perfon that Virgil had in his eye to com- 
pliment under this beautiful charadcr of lapis. 
But though I admit that he has given feve- 

* Him Phoebus lov'd,» and, burning with defire. 
Gave him his prcfcience, Ihafts, and tuneful lyre : 
Pleased with the youth, the favouring God imparls 
His .choice0 gifts, his own illuilrious arts. 
But to prolong a languid parent's days, 
Thofe arts he flights, and fcorns immortal praifc 2 
XJnImownto fame, explores the fecret power 
Of healing herbs, and fearches every flowet. 
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ral ingenious reafons for imagining the poet 
h^d a defign oijhadowlng fome favourite phyt 
fician in this paflage^ yet I can by no means 
agree that he has pitched upon the right per-* 
fbn. My reafons are> That it 15 certain, at 
the time Virgil wrote thh^ the young Mar- 
cellus was dead; and we learn from Dion 
Caffius, that he Was killed by Aut<miQa Mi^ * 
who is by fome faid to have imprudentfyj hf 
others to have been bribed to deftrdy him, by 
an iniproper ufeof the cold bath ; and that 
the phyfician was, iii confequence of it, ever 
afterwards in the utmoft difcrcdit. Now it is 
not probable that, at fuch a time, fb courtly a 
^oet ii Virgil would pay fb fiiife a C0iiplirtielit 
i;i>.fo. pdious a chara^er as Mufa'then haAk. : 
That the young Marcellus wds then dead^^

Mufa was the favourite phyfician of Auguflus, 
whom he recovered by the cold bath from a dan- 
gerous illnefs. This raifed his reputation to fuch 
a degree, that all the phyficians at Rome fliared 
part of the honours he received, and were ever 
afterwards placed in equal rank with the knights. 
H^ is the celebrated phyfician upon whom Virgil 
befl:ows that beautiful epifode in the character of 
lapis ; and who, after he had preferved Auguftus 
in the manner already mentioned, unfortunately 
deftroyed young Marcellus by the fame method. 
So uncertain is the godlike art of cure U 

Earl of CoRKE. 

After this warning, it is not likely that Horace 
would have been willing to run the fame hazard ; 
and therefore we may fix the date of this epiftlc 
at the beginning of 731, fix or feven months be- 
fore the recovery of Auguftus, which happened in 
the month of Auguft, Sanadon,

great champions for the cold bath. Sir Joha 
Floycr and Dn Baynard, mention the great 
cure performed on Auguftus by Antonius 
Mufa, and the honours he received on that

It wai' 
written, it is well known, whert Atterbiiry 
Was advanced in'^ years, and in a retirement 
where he was ar a lofs for rriany bSoks ^vhleh 
he wifhed to have confulted*. Such as it isi 
ho\yever. It Wrfs^ eagerly fought after, \vas 
greatly admired, and copies of it in MS, were 
multiplied. One of thefe being, in 1737, ia 
the hands of a gentleman of the law, then at 
Scarborough for his health, wasfliewn to Dr^ 
Ferrari, who tranfcribed it with a view to 
publication ; arid accordingly, on his return 
to London, committed it to the prefs ; foon 
after which he accidentally meeting with a 
correfter copy, the work was fufpended, 
with an intent of printing the whole anevv. 
But Dr. Ferrari being feized with a violent 
and dangerous diftemper, under which he la- 
boured more than two years, an erroneous 
copj/ of the Difi'ertation crept into the Lon- 
don' Magazine for Janiiiry 1738; which
